gE  IT  ENACTED,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  fol- 
lows : — 

Section  i.  — Charles  C.  Perkins,  Horace  H.  Moses,  George  D.  Russell, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a Corporation,  by  the  name 
of  The  Boston  Art  Club,  to  be  located  in  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the 
purpose  of  advancing  the  fine  arts  by  the  establishment  of  an  Art  Gallery  and 
Library,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  re- 
strictions, and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws  which  now  are,  or  here- 
after may  be,  in  force,  applicable  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  — Said  Corporation,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  may  hold  real 
and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Sect.  3.  — This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  CLUB. 

The  objects  of  the  Club  shall  be  the  promotion  of  social 
intercourse  among  its  members,  and  the  general  advance- 
ment of  Art,  through  the  exhibition  of  works  of  art,  and 
acquisition  of  books  and  papers  upon  art  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  an  Art  library,  lectures  upon  art  subjects,  or 
through  other  means  appropriate  to  the  social  character 
of  the  club. 


ARTICLE  II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  club  shall  consist  of  a President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Librarian,  and  the 
Executive  Committee  of  twelve  members  ; who,  together, 
shall  constitute  a Board  of  Management,  and  all  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  January  in  each  year,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 
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In  the  election  of  officers,  a majority  of  votes  cast  shall  be 
necessary  for  a choice  ; and  not  less  than  twenty-five  mem- 
bers present,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Seven  of  the  persons  who  constitute  the  Government  shall 
be  deemed  a quorum  in  the  transaction  of  business  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Government  which  has  been  duly  called. 

At  the  regular  meeting  in  December  of  each  year,  a com- 
mittee of  the  Club  shall  be  appointed  to  nominate  candidates 
for  the  Officers  of  the  Club  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  III. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club 
and  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

He  shall  call  meetings  whenever  he  shall  think  it  expe- 
dient, or  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  fifteen  members  of 
the  Club,  and  shall,  with  the  Treasurer,  sign  all  contracts  of 
the  Club. 

He  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, make  such  assessments  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  Club ; and  the  amount  of  such 
assessment  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  twenty  dollars 
to  each  member. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  upon  his  resignation, 
his  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  Vice-President. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the 
Club  ; shall  collect  all  entrance-fees,  assessments,  and  other 
dues  to  the  Club  ; shall  make  all  disbursements,  but  shall 
pay  no  bills  unless  approved  by  the  President ; shall  render 
a statement  of  the  accounts  of  the  Club  at  the  Annual  meet- 
ing, and  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  the  President  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting  ; shall  report  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing the  number  of  active  and  absent  members,  the  number 
of  delinquents,  and  the  amounts  due  from  each,  and  shall, 
with  the  President,  sign  all  contracts  of  the  Club. 

His  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  books  belonging  to  the  Club, 
which  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
member  of  the  Government,  and  shall  be  audited  by  a com- 
mittee of  three,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Management. 
In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President,  their 
duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  Treasurer. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records  and 
papers  relating  to  the  business  of  the  Club ; shall  issue  all 
notices  ; shall  record  the  proceedings  and  votes  of  all  meet- 
ings, and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Club. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  and 
Treasurer,  their  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  Secretary. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  books, 
periodicals,  and  works  of  art,  belonging  to  the  Club,  or  de- 
posited in  the  club-rooms  (except  upon  the  occasion  of  a 
special  exhibition),  and,  under  the  advice  of  the  government, 
shall  see  that  the  literary  department  of  the  Club  is  well  and 
regularly  supplied. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

The  Board  of  Management  (of  whom  four  at  least  shall  be 
professional  artists)  shall  hold  all  the  property,  effects,  and 
assets  of  the  Club  in  trust  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of 
the  members  thereof  : and  shall  have  the  management  and 
control  of  the  same,  and  exercise  a general  superintendence 
over  the  affairs  of  the  Club  ; shall  make  or  authorize  all  ne- 
cessary contracts  and  purchases,  but  shall  have  no  power  to 
render  the  Club,  or  any  member  thereof,  liable  for  any  debt 
beyond  the  amount  of  money  which  shall  at  the  time  of  con- 
tracting such  debt  be  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands,  and  not 
needed  for  the  discharge  of  prior  debts  or  liabilities,  nor  to 
make  purchases  of  works  of  art  for  the  Club  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  in  cost,  without  a vote  of  the  Club  author- 
izing the  same. 

They  shall  annually  appoint  a Standing  Committee  on 
Membership,  consisting  of  five  persons,  and  an  Audit  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  three  persons. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consist  of  five  per- 
sons, to  one  of  whom  the  name  and  residence  of  each  person 
desiring  to  become  a member  of  the  Club  shall  be  proposed 
in  writing  by  a member. 

The  committee  shall  consider  all  communications  in  ref- 
erence to  the  persons  proposed,  and  make  careful  examina- 
tions as  to  their  qualifications  ; and,  if  a majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  opposed  to  the  admission  of  any  candidate,  his 
name  shall  not  be  further  acted  upon,  and  he  shall  not  be 
proposed  again  for  six  months. 

But,  if  a majority  of  the  committee  favor  his  admission, 
his  name  shall  be  reported  to  the  Secretary,  and  posted  as 
required  in  Art.  XI.  of  this  Constitution. 

The  proceedings  of  this  committee  shall  be  secret  and 
confidehtial. 

ARTICLE  X. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  for  the  election  of  offi- 
cers shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January  of 
each  year  ; a printed  notice  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  each 
member  fourteen  days  previous  to  such  meeting,  and  shall 
also  be  posted  for  the  same  period  upon  the  notice-board  in 
the  club-rooms. 

The  regular  business  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be  held 
on  the> first  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  ; but  busi- 
ness may  be  transacted  at  adjourned  meetings,  or  at  special 
meetings  called  by  the  President. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Elections  for  the  admission  of  members  shall  take  place 
at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Club,  or  at  special  meetings 
called  for  that  purpose,  except  during  the  months  of  July, 
August,  and  September  of  each  year. 

Notice  of  each  meeting,  and  the  name,  with  the  residence, 
of  each  candidate  for  admission,  and  the  name  of  each  per- 
son proposing  him,  shall  be  posted  in  the  club-rooms  by  the 
Secretary  fourteen  days  previous  to  such  meeting. 

The  ballot-box  shall  be  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  Secre- 
tary, and  shall  be  opened  by  him,  or  some  one  authorized  by 
him,  for  any  member  desiring  to  vote  during  the  fourteen  days 
preceding  each  election. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a correct  list  of  all  the  members 
voting,  and  shall  present  such  list,  with  the  ballot-box,  to  the 
officer  presiding  at  the  meeting,  who  shall  then  count  the 
votes. 

No  one  but  the  officers  shall  be  permitted  to  see  such  list, 
or  to  know  the  names  of  any  of  the  members  who  have 
voted.  One  negative  vote  in  seven  shall  exclude  ; and  no 
candidate  shall  be  deemed  admitted  who  shall  not  have 
received  fourteen  votes. 

No  candidate  who  shall  have  been  rejected  shall  be  pro- 
posed again  for  six  months. 

ARTICLE  XII, 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

Honorary  members  may  be  elected  by  a vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  any  meeting 


held  for  the  election  of  members,  provided  that  the  names  of 
the  persons  proposed  shall  be  posted  on  the  notice-board 
fourteen  days  previous  to  such  meeting,  and  there  be  at 
least  twenty-five  votes  cast. 

And  any  one  admitted  under  this  article  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  the  entrance-fee  and  all  assessments, 
but  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Club. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

No  person  shall  become  a%  member  of  the  club  (unless 
elected  under  Art.  XII.)  until  he  shall  have  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer the  entrance-fee,  and  signed  his  name  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Treasurer. 

The  Secretary  shall  notify  each  person  of  his  election,  and 
shall  furnish  him  with  a copy  of  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  ; and  no  person  shall  be  considered  a member  (with  the 
exception  above  noted)  who  shall  fail  for  sixty  days,  after 
receiving  notice  of  his  election,  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  article,  unless  his  name  has  again  been  proposed  and 
favorably  acted  upon. 


ARTICLE  XIV: 

ENTRANCE-FEE. 

The  entrance-fee  shall  be  Twenty  Dollars.  But  profes- 
sional artists  shall  have  the  privilege  of  paying  their  en~ 
trance-fees  either  in  money  or  by  the  contribution  of  origi- 


nal  sketches  or  other  works  of  art,  if  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Management  as  a sufficient  equivalent  therefor ; and  such 
contributions  shall  become  the  property  of  the  Club,  to  be 
retained  in  its  possession,  or  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Government. 


ARTICLE  XV. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

A notice  of  each  assessment  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
member  liable  therefor,  or  sh^ll  be  mailed  to  him,  or  shall 
be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  business  or  abode. 

Should  any  member  neglect  to  pay  his  assessment  for 
sixty  days  after  it  is  due,  and  after  he  has  received  notice 
thereof,  the  Government  may  (provided  no  satisfactory  ex- 
cuse is  given  for  such  neglect)  erase  his  name  from  the  list 
of  members.  But,  in  case  of  such  erasure,  notice  shall  be 
sent  to  him  in  writing  that  he  has  ceased  to  be  a member, 
-specifying  the  reasons  therefor. 

And  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a member,  and  shall 
forfeit  all  his  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  all  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Club. 

Any  member  absent  from  the  State  for  one  year  or  more 
shall  be  exempt  from  all  assessments  that  may  be  laid  during 
such  absence. 

Any  member  absent  from  the  State  when  any  assessment 
may  become  due  shall  not  incur  any  penalty,  provided  he 
pays  the  same  within  thirty  days  after  his  return. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

PROXIES. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Club  the  votes  of  absent  members 
will  be  received  on  written  proxies  only ; and  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  unless  there  be  at  least  ten  members 
present  in  person. 


ARTICLE  XVII. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Club  by  paying  all 
dues,  and  giving  written  notice  thereof  to  the  Treasurer;  and 
such  withdrawal  shall  operate  as  an  assignment  and  a re- 
lease to  the  Club  of  all  right,  title,  and  interest  of  such  mem- 
ber in  and  to  the  property  or  assets  of  the  Club. 


ARTICLE  XVIII. 

REMOVAL  OF  OFFICERS. 

Any  officer  of  the  Club  may  at  any  time  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Club  ; and  any  vacancy  in  the  Government  may  be 
filled  at  any  regular  meeting  by  the  Club.. 


ARTICLE  XIX. 

EXPULSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

In  case  of  persistence  in  the  infraction  of  any  rule  by  any 
member,  or  of  any  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  member,  which, 


ar- 
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in  the  opinion  of  the  Government,  may  tend  to  endanger  the 
good  order,  welfare,  or  character  of  the  Club,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  erase  his  name  from  the  list  of  members,  and  to  no- 
tify him  in  writing  of  his  expulsion,  specifying  the  reasons 
therefor. 

And  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a member,  and  shall 
forfeit  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership,  unless, 
upon  his  appeal  to  the  Club  at  the  next  stated'  meeting  after 
his  expulsion,  the  decision  of  the  Government  shall  be  re- 
versed by  a majority  of  votes  cast  at  said  meeting,  when 
twenty-five  members  present,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  be 
deemed  a quorum. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

QUORUM. 

Ten  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  any  business,  except  the  election  of  officers  and  honorary 
members,  the  expulsion  of  members,  and  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  Constitution  or  By- 
Laws  shall  be  made,  unless  the  proposed  alteration  or  amend- 
ment be  presented  at  a regular  meeting,  and  posted  in  the 
club-rooms,  for  at  least  seven  days  before  being  acted  upon, 
and  finally  adopted  at  a subsequent  meeting  (due  notice  of 
which  shall  have  been  given)  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  and  voting  thereon. 

Twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  under* this 
article. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 


PROPERTY. 


No  picture,  statue,  or  other  work  of  art,  the  property  of 
the  Club,  or  any  property  intrusted  to  it,  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  of  the  Club,  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Any  destruction  of,  or  injury  to,  the  property  of  the  Club? 
or  of  any  articles  or  works  of  art  which  may  be  in  the  cus- 
tody thereof,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  members  who  shall 
have  caused  the  same ; and  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  such 
members  shall  be  the  cost  of  replacing  or  repairing  the 
property  so  destroyed  or  injured,  the  same  to  be  certified  by 
the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  : but  the 
Government  shall  have  authority  to  remit  the  same  at  their 
discretion. 

ARTICLE  II. 

LIBRARY. 


Section  i.  All  books  and  periodicals  belonging  to  or  de- 
posited with  the  Club  shall  be  kept  in  the  charge  of  the 
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Librarian,  and  shall  be  open  to  the  use  of  the  member 
at  all  times. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  wishing  to  take  a book  from  thd 
library  of  the  Club  can  do  so  by  applying  to  the  Librarian, 
and  giving  his  name  with  the  title  of  the  book  desired,  or,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Librarian,  by  entering  his  own  name,  the 
title  of  the  book  taken,  and  the  date  of  taking  in  a record- 
book  to  be  kept  by  the  Librarian  for  that  purpose. 

If  the  Librarian  is  absent  when  the  book  is  returned,  the 
member  returning  it  shall  enter  the  date  thereof  in  said 
record-book. 

The  Government  may  suspend  the  privileges  accorded  in 
Sec.  2 of  this  article  at  any  time,  by  causing  a notice  there- 
of to  be  posted  in  the  club-rooms. 

The  library  shall  be  open  to  the  contributions  of  members 
or  others,  either  in  books  or  funds,  and  the  names  of  con- 
tributors shall  be  duly  recorded. 

ARTICLE  III. 

VISITORS. 

Members  may  personally  introduce  visitors  to  the  rooms 
at  any  time,  except  during  a business  meeting. 

A book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Librarian,  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  names  and  residences  of  all  visitors,  and  the 
names  of  the  members  introducing  them. 

This  privilege  may  be  suspended  by  the  Government  at  its 
discretion,  with  regard  to  any  individual  member  or  visitor, 
by  a notice  in  writing  signed  by  the  Secretary  and  adcfressed 
to  such  person. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

NOTICE-BOX. 

A notice-box  shall  be  kept  in  the  club-rooms,  in  which  any 
member  is  authorized  to  deposit,  under  his  signature,  any 
complaint  as  to  the  management  of  the  Club,  or  any  sugges- 
tion he  may  desire  to  make. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A complete  list  of  the  Officers  and  Committees  of  the  Club 
shall  be  kept  posted  up  in  the  club-rooms  ; and  such  list  shall 
be  corrected  by  the  Secretary  as  changes  occur. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

SMOKING. 

Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  during  business  meetings, 
and  shall  be  permitted  only  in  such  rooms  as  the  Govern- 
ment may  designate.

T)E  IT  ENACTED,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
U Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: — 

Section  i.  — Charles  C.  Perkins,  Horace  H.  Moses,  George  D.  Russell, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a Corporation,  by  the  name 
of  The  Boston  Art  Club,  to  be  located  in  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  advancing  the  fine  arts  by  the  establishment  of  an  Art  Gallery  and 
Library,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  re- 
strictions, and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws  which  now  are,  or  here- 
after may  be,  in  force,  applicable  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  — Said  Corporation,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  may  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  — This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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THE  BOSTON  ART  CLUB. 


The  following  sketch  of  the  early  history  and  present 
prospects  of  the  Boston  Art  Club,  was  read  at  the 
twenty-first  anniversary  of  the  Club,  and  has  been 
considered  of  sufficient  interest  to  warrant  insertion  at 
this  time,  not  only  for  the  use  of  the  members,  but  in 
answer  to  many  inquiries  addressed  to  the  Secretary  by 
similar  proposed  organizations  in  different  sections  of 
the  United  States. 

As  far  back  as  1854  a desire  was  manifest  among  the 
artists  of  Boston  to  form  an  association  which  would 
bring  them  frequently  together,  and  connect  them  more 
intimately  with  others  whose  taste  should  lead  them  in 
the  direction  of  art  culture. 

Several  attempts  had  been  made  in  this  direction, 
but  owing  to  defective  organization  they  were  not  suc- 
cessful, and  were  consequently  short  lived. 

In  October,  1854,  a meeting  was  held  for  the  consid- 
eration of  this  matter,  which  resulted  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  a committee  to  present  a plan  of  organization. 
This  committee  reported,  and  the  Club  was  organized 
in  January,  1855,  with  twenty  members,  most  of  whom 
are  still  active  members  of  the  Club.

Until  1870  the  Club  had  no  settled  place  of  abode. 
The  limited  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association 
rendered  it  difficult  to  keep  up  the  establishment  upon 
a secure  footing ; the  meetings  were  often  thinly  attended, 
there  was  no  fixed  and  suitable  place  for  exhibitions, 
library  or  social  meetings  of  the  members,  and  the 
expenses  attending  the  occupancy  of  temporary  rooms 
for  exhibitions  often  reduced  the  treasury  to  a trifling 
sum.  The  social  meetings  were  generally  held  at  the 
studios  of  the  artists  by  special  invitation.  A spas- 
modic revival  of  interest  in  the  Club,  from  time  to  time, 
gave  evidence  that  there  was  a general  desire  that  it 
should  be  more  firmly  established  and  sustained. 

In  1870  an  energetic  movement  was  made  ; the  pre- 
sent commodious  building  was  leased  for  a term  of 
years,  and  an  exhibition  gallery  built.  The  cost  of  the 
new  gallery  was  a considerable  outlay,  which  was  entered 
upon  with  apprehension,  but  the  results  have  proved 
most  favorable,  and  the  additional  advantages  and 
attractions  were  sufficient  to  overcome  all  difficulties. 
The  debt  incurred  at  that  time  was  provided  for  by  the 
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voluntary  aid  of  many  of  the  members,  and,  free  from 
embarrassment,  the  managers  were  enabled  to  provide 
many  entertainments. 

From  this  time  a new  era  opened  for  the  Club,  and 
the  list  of  members  has  steadily  increased.  All  ex- 
hibitions have  been  entirely  free  to  the  public  and  the 
artists.  The  building  is  open  day  and  evening  through- 
out the  year,  comfortable  apartments  furnish  convenient 
place  of  resort  for  the  members  and  their  friends,  a 
supply  of  art  publications,  and  moderate  reference  li- 
brary is  at  their  disposal.  In  the  Library  Department 
the  Club  has  relied  mainly  upon  donations  of  works 
relating  to  art  from  the  members,  the  general  fund  not 
having  been  adequate  for  such  appropriations  as  would 
be  desirable  for  its  extension.  This  is  an  important 
element,  and  it  is  hoped  that  such  energetic  measures 
will  be  set  on  foot  as  will  enable  the  Club  to  lay  the 
foundations  of  an  extensive  and  valuable  library  of  such 
works  as  are  especially  needed  by  artists,  and  not  else- 
where to  be  found  in  any  one  collection,  for  their  es- 
pecial use. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  months,  almost  weekly, 
lectures,  parlor  concerts  and  entertainments  of  like 
nature  are  given,  to  which  the  members  can  invite  their 
lady  friends. 

Two  and  sometimes  three  public  exhibitions,  lasting 
three  weeks  each,  are  given  each  year,  for  which  the 
members  are  supplied  with  free  tickets  to  distribute  to 
their  friends,  thus  making  it  essentially  a free  exhibition 
to  the  public.  These  exhibitions  are  made  up  by  con- 
tributions from  the  artists,  and  such  excellent  works 
from  private  collections  as  may  be  gathered  for  the 
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occasion.  The  artists  have,  of  course,  an  interest  in 
having  their  pictures  before  the  public,  and  they  share 
equally  with  others  the  opportunity  to  study  many 
superior  examples  of  foreign  art  which  would  be  other- 
wise out  of  reach.  We  are  under  continued  obligations 
to  many  proprietors  of  valuable  works  for  their  generous 
readiness  in  lending  pictures  for  these  exhibitions ; and 
that  the  public  interest  is  alive  to  the  opportunity,  is 
manifest  by  the  number  of  visitors,  often  exceeding 
twenty  thousand. 

On  the  first  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  an  in- 
formal exhibition  is  made,  on  which  occasion  a collation 
is  served.  These  informal  exhibitions  have  proved  of 
great  interest.  They  consist  of  such  sketches  as  the 
artists  may  have  in  hand,  contributions  of  engravings, 
etchings  and  interesting  art  material,  that  the  different 
members  find  it  convenient  to  bring  together  for  the 
evening. 


The  present  membership  is  about  530,  and  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  Club  already  require  much  larger  space 
for  exhibitions  and  social  gatherings.  As  we  have  al- 
ready been  able  to  accomplish  so  much  in  the  interests 
of  the  artists,  and  for  the  enjoyment  and  education 
of  the  public,  we  hope  for  a still  wider  field  in  the 
future,  as  our  means  increase  and  the  generous  influ- 
ence of  new  friends  brings  additional  aid. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  CLUB. 

The  objects  of  the  Club  shall  be  to  advance  the 
knowledge  and  love  of  Art,  through  the  exhibition  of 
works  of  Art,  the  acquisition  of  books  and  papers  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  an  Art  library,  lectures  upon 
subjects  pertaining  to  Art,  and  by  other  kindred  means, 
and  to  promote  social  intercourse  among  its  members. 

ARTICLE  II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  Club  shall  consist  of  a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Librarian, 
and  the  Executive  Committee  of  twelve  members ; who, 
together,  shall  constitute  a Board  of  Management  (four 
at  least  of  whom  shall  be  professional  artists),  and  all 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing to  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of  January  in  each 
year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
are  chosen,  or  until  removed  from  office  by  the  affirm- 
ative vote  of  a majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Club ; 
and  any  vacancy  in  the  Board  may  be  filled  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Club. 

At  the  regular  meeting,  in  December  of  each  year,  a 
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committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Club  to  nominate 
candidates  for  the  Board  of  Management  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

The  Board  of  Management  shall  hold  all  the  property, 
effects  and  assets  of  the  Club  in  trust  for  the  benefit  and 
enjoyment  of  the  members  thereof ; and  shall  have  the 
management  and  control  of  the  same,  and  exercise  a 
general  superintendence  over  the  affairs  of  the  Club ; 
shall  lay  all  assessments,  and  make  or  authorize  all 
necessary  contracts  and  purchases,  but  shall  have  no 
power  to  render  the  Club,  or  any  member  thereof,  liable 
for  any  debt  beyond  the  amount  of  money  which  shall 
at  the  time  of  contracting  such  debt  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer’s hands,  and  not  needed  for  the  discharge  of  prior 
debts  or  liabilities,  nor  to  make  purchases  of  works  of 
Art  for  the  Club  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  in  cost, 
'without  a vote  of  the  Club  authorizing  the  same. 

They  shall  appoint  Standing  Committees ; on  Mem- 
bership (consisting  of  five  persons),  on  Finance  (con- 
sisting of  three  persons),  and  such  other  committees  as 
they  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  Constitution  or 
By-Laws  shall  be  made,  unless  the  proposed  alteration 
or  amendment  be  presented  at  a regular  meeting,  and 
posted  in  the  club-rooms,  for  at  least  seven  days  there- 
after; and  finally  adopted  at  a subsequent  meeting 
(due  notice  of  which  stating  the  changes  proposed  shall 
have  been  given)  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  thereon. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I. 


PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Management. 


ARTICLE  II. 


VICE-PRESIDENT. 


In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  upon  his  resigna- 
tion, his  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  Vice- 
President. 


ARTICLE  III. 


TREASURER. 


The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  funds  of 
the  Club ; shall  collect  all  entrance-fees,  assessments, 
and  other  dues  to  the  Club ; shall  make  all  disburse- 
ments, but  shall  pay  no  bills  unless  approved  by  the 
President ; shall  render  a statement  of  the  accounts  of 
the  Club  at  the  Annual  meeting,  and  whenever  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  President  at  any  regular  or  special  meet- 
ing ; shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting  the  number  of 
active  and  absent  members,  the  number  of  delinquents, 
and  the  amounts  due  from  each,  and  shall,  with  the 
President,  sign  all  contracts  of  the  Club. 
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His  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  books  belonging  to  the 
Club,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection 
of  any  member  of  the  Government,  and  shall  be  audited 
by  the  Finance  Committee,  under  whose  direction,  also, 
he  shall  deposit  or  invest  the  funds  of  the  Club. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  records 
and  papers  relating  to  the  business  of  the  Club ; shall 
issue  all  notices ; shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Club 
whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  the  President  or  by 
fifteen  members,  and  of  the  Board  of  Management  upon 
the  request  of  the  President  or  of  three  members 
thereof ; shall  record  the  proceedings  and  votes  of  all 
meetings  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Club. 

He  shall  keep  a list  of  members  of  the  Club,  com- 
pare the  same  from  time  to  time  with  that  kept  by  the 
Treasurer,  and  report  any  variations  between  the  two 
lists  to  the  Board  of  Management. 

ARTICLE  V. 

LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  books, 
periodicals,  and  works  of  Art,  belonging  to  the  Club,  or 
deposited  in  the  Club-rooms  (except  upon  the  occasion 
of  a special  exhibition),  and,  under  the  advice  of  the 
government,  shall  see  that  the  literary  department  of 
the  Club  is  well  and  regularly  supplied. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  for  the  election  of 
officers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  January 
of  each  year,  a printed  notice  of  which  shall  be  sent  to 
each  member  fourteen  days  previous  to  such  meeting, 
and  shall  also  be  posted  for  the  same  period  upon  the 
notice-board  in  the  Club-rooms. 

The  regular  business  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Saturday  evening  of  each  month,  except 
in  July,  August  and  September;  but  business  maybe 
transacted  at  adjourned  meetings,  or  at  special  meetings 
duly  called. 

Notice  of  special  meetings,  stating  their  object,  shall 
be  sent  to  each  member  five  days  before  said  meetings, 
and  shall  also  be  posted  for  the  same  period  upon  the 
notice-board  in  the  Club-rooms. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

PROXIES. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Club  absent  members  may  be 
represented  by  members  present,  duly  authorized  to 
vote,  by  written  proxies  filed  with  the  Secretary  before 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

QUORUM. 

At  meetings  of  the  Club,  ten  members  personally 
present  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
any  business,  except  the  election  of  officers  and  honor- 
ary members,  the  expulsion  of  members  and  amend- 
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merits  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  when  twenty- 
five  members  (at  least  ten  of  whom  must  be  present  in 
person)  shall  be  deemed  a quorum. 

At  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Management,  seven 
members  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consist  of  five 
persons,  to  one  of  whom  the  name  and  residence  of 
each  person  desiring  to  become  a member  of  the  Club 
shall  be  proposed  in  writing  by  a member. 

The  committee  shall  consider  all  communications  in 
reference  to  the  persons  proposed,  and  make  careful 
examinations  as  to  their  qualifications ; and,  if  a ma- 
jority of  the  committee  are  opposed  to  the  admission 
Of  any  candidate,  his  name  shall  not  be  further  acted 
upon,  and  he  shall  not  be  proposed  again  for  six  months. 

But,  if  a majority  of  the  committee  favor  his  ad- 
mission, his  name  shall  be  reported  to  the  Secretary, 
and  posted  as  required  in  Art.  X.  of  this  Constitution. 

The  proceedings  of  this  committee  shall  be  secret  and 
confidential. 


ARTICLE  X. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Elections  for  the  admission  of  members  shall  take 
place  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Club. 

Notice  of  each  meeting,  and  the  name,  with  the  resi- 
dence, of  each  candidate  for  admission,  and  the  name 
of  each  person  proposing  him,  shall  be  posted  in  the 


Club-rooms  by  the  Secretary  fourteen  days  previous  to 
such  meeting. 

One  negative  vote  in  ten  shall  exclude ; and  no  can- 
didate shall  be  deemed  admitted  who  shall  not  have 
received  twenty  votes. 

No  candidate  who  shall  have  been  rejected  shall  be 
proposed  again  for  six  months. 


ARTICLE  XI 


HONORARY  MEMBERS, 


Honorary  members,  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement, may  be  elected  by  a vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  held 
for  the  election  of  members,  provided  that  the  names  of 
the  persons  proposed  shall  be  posted  on  the  notice- 
board  fourteen  days  previous  to  such  meeting,  and  there 
be  at  least  twenty-five  votes  cast. 

And  any  one  admitted  under  this  article  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  entrance-fee  and  all 
assessments,  but  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  proceedings 


of  the  Club. 


ARTICLE  XII 


CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 


No  person  shall  become  a member  of  the  Club  (unless 
elected  under  Art.  XI.)  until  he  shall  have  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  the  entrance-fee,  and  signed  his  name  to  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  in  a book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  Treasurer. 

The  Secretary  shall  notify  each  person  of  his  election, 
and  shall  furnish  him  with  a copy  of  the  Constitution 
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and  By-Laws ; and  no  person  shall  be  considered  a 
member  (with  the  exception  above  noted)  who  shall  fail 
for  sixty  days,  after  notice  of  his  election,  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  article,  unless  his  name  has 
again  been  proposed  and  favorably  acted  upon. 


ARTICLE  XIII. 

ENTRANCE-FEE. 

The  entrance-fee  shall  be  Twenty  Dollars.  But  pro- 
fessional artists  shall  have  the  privilege  of  paying  their 
entrance-fees  either  in  money  or  by  the  contribution  of 
original  sketches,  or  other  works  of  Art,  if  accepted  by 
the  Board  of  Management  as  a sufficient  equivalent 
therefor ; and  such  contributions  shall  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Club,  to  be  retained  in  its  possession,  or 
disposed  of,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Government. 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

The  total  amount  of  assessments  upon  each  member 
shall  not  exceed  twenty  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

A notice  of  each  assessment  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
member  liable  therefor,  or  shall  be  mailed  to  him,  or 
shall  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  business  or  abode. 

Should  any  member  neglect  to  pay  his  assessment  for 
sixty  days  after  it  is  due,  and  notice  thereof  has  been 
sent  to  him,  the  Government  may  (provided  no  satis- 
factory excuse  is  given  for  such  neglect)  erase  his  name 
from  the  list  of  members.  But,  in  case  of  such  erasure, 
notice  shall  be  sent  to  him  in  writing  that  he  has  ceased 
to  be  a member,  specifying  the  reasons  therefor. 
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And  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a member,  and 
shall  forfeit  all  his  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  all 
the  property  of  the  Club. 

Any  member  intending  to  be  absent  from  the  State 
for  one  year  or  more  shall  be  exempt  from  all  assess- 
ments that  may  be  laid  during  such  absence,  provided 
he  gives  previous  notice  thereof  to  the  Treasurer. 

Any  member  absent  from  the  State  when  any  assess- 
ment may  become  due  shall  not  incur  any  penalty,  pro- 
vided he  pays  the  same  within  thirty  days  after  his 
return. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Club  by  paying 
all  dues,  and  giving  written  notice  thereof  to  the  Treas- 
urer ; and  such  withdrawal  shall  operate  as  an  assign- 
ment and  a release  to  the  Club  of  all  right,  title,  and 
interest  of  such  member  in  and  to  the  property  or  assets 
of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

EXPULSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

In  case  of  persistence  in  the  infraction  of  any  rule  by 
any  member,  or  of  any  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  mem- 
ber, which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Government,  may 
tend  to  endanger  the  good  order,  welfare,  or  character 
of  the  Club,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  erase  his  name 
from  the  list  of  members,  and  to  notify  him  in  writing 
of  his  expulsion,  specifying  the  reasons  therefor. 

And  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a member,  and 
shall  forfeit  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership, 
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unless,  upon  his  appeal  to  the  Club,  at  the  next  stated 
meeting  after  his  expulsion,  the  decision  of  the  Govern- 
ment shall  be  reversed  by  a majority  of  votes  cast  at 
said  meeting.

RULES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  House  Committee  shall  control  and  have  the 
immediate  charge  and  superintendence  of  the  Club 
House ; shall  lease  the  rooms  and  make  necessary  pur- 
chases and  repairs.  But  no  expenditure  shall  be  made 
by  them  unless  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Government,  except  in  case  of  absolute  necessity,  when 
immediate  action  is  required.  All  complaints  shall  be 
made  to  them. 


ARTICLE  II. 

PROPERTY. 

No  picture,  statue,  or  other  work  of  Art,  the  property 
of  the  Club,  or  any  property  intrusted  to  it,  shall  be 
taken  from  the  rooms  of  the  Club,  except  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  Government. 

Any  destruction  of,  or  injury  to,  the  property  of  the 
Club,  or  of  any  articles  or  works  of  Art  which  may  be 
in  the  custody  thereof,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  members 
who  shall  have  caused  the  same ; and  the  amount  to  be 
paid  by  such  members  shall  be  the  cost  of  replacing  or 
repairing  the  property  so  destroyed  or  injured,  the 
same  to  be  certified  by  the  President  and  countersigned 
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by  the  Treasurer : but  the  Government  shall  have  au- 
thority to  remit  the  same  at  their  discretion. 

ARTICLE  III. 

LIBRARY. 

All  books  and  periodicals  belonging  to  or  deposited 
with  the  Club  shall  be  kept  in  the  charge  of  the 
Librarian,  and  shall  be  open  to  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers at  all  times. 

No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  of  the  Club 
except  by  special  permission  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, and  no  book  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  out  of  the 
Library  over  seven  days. 

The  Library  shall  be  open  to  the  contributions  of 
members  or  others,  either  in  books  or  funds,  and  the 
names  of  contributors  shall  be  duly  recorded. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

VISITORS. 

Members  may  personally  introduce  visitors  to  the 
rooms  at  any  time,  except  during  a business  meeting. 
Guests  to  Club  Suppers,  to  the  number  of  fifteen,  may 
be  invited,  upon  application  to  the  President  or  Vice- 
President. 

These  privileges  may  be  suspended  by  the  Govern- 
ment, at  its  discretion,  with  regard  to  any  individual 
member  or  visitor,  by  a notice  in  writing  signed  by  the 
Secretary  and  addressed  to  such  person. 

A book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Librarian,  in  which  shall 
be  entered  the  names  and  residences  of  all  visitors,  and 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them. 


ARTICLE  V. 

On  the  first  Saturday  of  every  month,  from  November 
to  May  inclusive,  a supper  shall  be  provided,  and  an 
informal  exhibition  shall  take  place,  consisting  of  such 
pictures  and  sketches  as  artists  and  other  members  of 
the  Club  may  wish  to  send,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Hanging  Committee ; these  may  remain  in  the  Gallery 
as  long  as  the  contributor  desires,  but  not  beyond  the 
time  for  another  exhibition. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

There  shall  be  two  General  Exhibitions  in  each  year, 
at  which  the  following  rules  shall  be  observed  : 

1.  All  works  of  Art  intended  for  these  exhibitions 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Government  of  the  Club,  or  a 
special  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  who  will 
vote  upon  the  admission  or  rejection  of  each  picture 
separately;  and,  as  a rule,  “copies”  will  not  be  ad- 
mitted. 

2.  No  picture  intended  for  a General  Exhibition  will 
be  received  after  the  date  fixed  by  the  committee. 

3.  Artists,  not  members  of  the  Club,  may  be  invited 
to  contribute,  subject  to  the  rules  governing  the  Exhi- 
bitions. 

4.  Admission  to  the  Exhibitions  will  be  permitted 
only  upon  tickets  issued  by  the  members,  which  will  be 
furnished  to  them  by  the  Secretary,  who  shall  also  keep 
a list  of  members  accessible  at  the  Club-rooms. 

5.  One  ticket  to  the  Reception  upon  the  opening 
night,  admitting  a gentleman  and  ladies,  shall  be  sent 
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to  each  member  and  contributor  for  the  use  of  their 
friends. 

6.  Information  regarding  these  matters  shall  be  dis- 
tinctly stated  in  a circular  to  be  sent  to  every  member 
of  the  Club,  to  which  shall  be  affixed  a blank  form 
of  schedule  for  works  offered  for  exhibition. 


ARTICLE  VII. 


NOTICE-BOX. 


A notice-box  shall  be  kept  in  the  Club-rooms,  in 
which  any  member  is  authorized  to  deposit,  with  his 
signature,  any  complaint  as  to  the  management  of  the 
Club,  or  any  suggestion  he  may  desire  to  make. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 


A complete  list  of  the  Officers  and  Committees  of  the 
Club  shall  be  kept  posted  up  in  the  Club-rooms ; and 
such  list  shall  be  corrected  by  the  Secretary  as  changes 
occur. 


ARTICLE  IX. 


SMOKING. 


Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  during  business  meet- 
ings, and  shall  be  permitted  only  in  such  rooms  as  the 
Gbvernment  may  designate. 


ARTICLE  X. 


Alterations,  amendments  and  additions  may  be  made 
to  these  Rules  by  the  Board  of  Management,  at  any 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose.

HE  IT  ENACTED,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows:  — 

Section  i. — Charles  C.  Perkins,  Horace  H.  Moses,  George  D.  Russell, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a Corporation,  by  the  name 
of  The  Boston  Art  Club,  to  be  located  in  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  advancing  the  fine  arts  by  the  establishment  of  an  Art  Gallery  and 
Library,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  re- 
strictions and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws  which  now  are,  or  here- 
after may  be,  in  force,  applicable  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2. — Said  corporation,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  may  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
Sect.  3. — This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

The  Boston  Art  Club. 


The  following  brief  sketch  of  the  early  history  of  the 
Boston  Art  Club,  prepared  from  data  furnished  by  a 
member  of  the  original  organization,  together  with  some 
information  as  to  its  present  condition  and  prospects, 
will,  it  is  believed,  be  regarded  with  interest  by  the 
members  of  the  Club. 

Early  in  the  year  1854,  many  of  the  artists  in  this 
city,  recognizing  the  importance  and  necessity  of  form- 
ing an  association  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together 
those  persons  who  were  interested  in  the  cause  of  art 
and  its  advancement  and  development  in  the  community, 
held  a meeting  in  the  month  of  October  in  that  year, 
and  appointed  a committee  to  prepare  and  present  a 
plan  for  an  organization. 

Upon  the  report  of  this  committee,  an  association  was 
formed  in  the  month  of  January  in  the  succeeding  year, 
under  the  name  of  the  Boston  Art  Club,  with  a mem- 
bership of  the  following  twenty  persons  : —

Until  1870  the  Club  had  no  settled  place  of  abode. 
The  limited  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Association 
rendered  it  difficult  to  keep  the  establishment,  upon  a 
secure  footing ; the  meetings  were  often  thinly  attended, 
there  was  no  fixed  and  suitable  place  for  exhibitions, 
library  or  social  meetings  of  the  members,  and  the 
expenses  attending  the  occupancy  of  temporary  rooms 
for  exhibitions  often  reduced  the  treasury  to  a trifling 
sum.  The  social  meetings  were  generally  held  at  the 
studios  of  the  artists  by  special  invitation.  A spasmodic 
revival  of  interest  in  the  Club,  from  time  to  time,  gave 
evidence  that  there  was  a general  desire  that  it  should 
be  more  firmly  established  and  sustained,  and  in  the 
year  1870  its  friends  made  an  energetic  movement 
and  leased  the  present  building  for  a term  of  years, 
and  by  the  liberal  aid  of  many  of  its  members  con- 
structed the  exhibition  gallery,  and  thus  placed  the 
Association  on  a firm  basis,  and  enabled  it  to  offer  such 
advantages  and  attractions  that  it  has  since  steadily 
gained  in  influence  and  popularity,  and  has  been  instru- 
mental in  promoting  and  developing  a taste  for  art 
among  our  citizens,  which  has  found  expression  in  the 
formation  of  art  schools  and  kindred  associations. 

In  the  month  of  March,  in  the  year  1871,  an  Act  of 
Legislature  was  procured,  incorporating  the  Boston 
Art  Club,  and  the  Association  then  became  a legal 
corporation,  with  enlarged  powers  and  privileges. 

The  objects  of  the  Club,  as  stated  in  the  first  article 
of  its  Constitution,  “ are  to  advance  the  knowledge  and 
love  of  art,  through  the  exhibition  of  works  of  art,  the 
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acquisition  of  books  and  papers  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  an  art  library,  lectures  on  subjects  pertaining 
to  art,  and  by  other  kindred  means,  and  to  promote 
social  intercourse  among  its  members.” 

Under  the  new  organization  these  aims  and  purposes 
have  been  steadily  kept  in  view,  and  no  effort  has  been 
spared  by  the  successive  Boards  of  Management  to 
raise  the  character  of  the  exhibitions,  and  to  provide  the 
members  with  an  art  library,  and  with  entertainment 
and  instruction  on  subjects  connected  with  art,  by 
numerous  lectures,  readings  and  exhibitions. 

The  Club-rooms  are  open  day  and  evening  through- 
out the  year,  and  furnish  a convenient  place  of  resort 
for  members  and  their  friends,  and  are  supplied  with 
numerous  newspapers,  periodicals,  and  art  publica- 
tions. 

The  Club  now  possesses  the  nucleus  of  an  excellent 
and  valuable  art  library,  which  is  constantly  used  and 
appreciated  by  the  artist  members. 

Owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  general  fund  for 
appropriation  for  the  increase  of  the  library,  the  Club 
has  relied  mainly  upon  the  donations  from  its  members 
for  its  extension ; but  it  is  hoped  an  effort  will  soon  be 
made  to  raise  a fund  to  enable  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment to  add  largely  to  the  number  of  its  volumes,  and 
thus  add  to  its  value  and  usefulness. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  months,  lectures, 
readings,  parlor  concerts,  and  entertainments  of  a like 
description,  are  provided  by  the  Committee  on  Enter- 
tainment, all  of  which  are  free  to  the  members  and 
their  invited  friends. 

Two  or  more  general  art  exhibitions,  each  continuing 
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three  weeks,  are  held  every  year,  and  no  effort  or  expense 
is  spared  to  make  them  interesting  and  attractive. 

These  are  practically  free  to  the  public,  as  members 
have  the  privilege  of  distributing  as  many  cards  of 
admission  as  they  desire  among  their  friends. 

The  exhibitions  embrace  examples  in  the  three  depart- 
ments of  painting,  sculpture  and  drawing,  and  include 
contributions  from  our  local  and  other  American  artists, 
and  works  of  art  loaned  by  members  of  the  Club  and 
others. 

Such  has  been  the  interest  manifested  in  them,  that 
the  attendance  at  a single  exhibition  has,  at  times, 
exceeded  twenty  thousand. 

On  the  first  Saturday  evening  in  each  month  during 
the  year  (except  July,  August  and  September),  the  reg- 
ular business  meeting  of  the  Club  is  held ; and  on  these 
occasions  a supper  is  served  and  an  informal  exhibition 
given,  consisting  of  such  sketches,  paintings,  engravings, 
etchings,  and  other  interesting  art  material  as  the  artist 
and  other  members  of  the  Club  may  contribute. 

The  Club  now  has  seven  hundred  and  seventy-three 
members,  of  whom  more  than  one  hundred  are  artists, 
and  the  necessity  for  a larger  building  for  the  accom- 
modation and  requirements  of  such  a large  membership 
has  long  been  apparent. 

The  lease  of  the  present  Club-house  expires  May  i, 
1882,  and  in  view  of  this  fact  a vigorous  movement  was 
inaugurated  in  February,  1880,  to  take  the  necessary 
measures  to  provide  the  means  required  to  purchase 
land  and  erect  a suitable  building,  which  should  be 
specially  adapted  for  the  uses  of  the  Club. 

This  movement  resulted  in  a complete  success,  and

the  funds  required  were  subscribed  among  the  members 
of  the  Club. 

A lot  of  land  was  purchased,  situated  on  the  south- 
west corner  of  Dartmouth  and  Newbury  Streets*  on  the 
Back  Bay  District,  having  a frontage  of  112  feet  on 
Dartmouth  Street  and  54  feet  on  Newbury  Street,  con- 
taining 6,048  square  feet,  and  costing  $23,740. 

After  careful  deliberation,  a plan  for  the  proposed 
Club-house,  prepared  by  William  R.  Emerson,  a well- 
known  architect  of  this  city,  was  selected  and  approved, 
and  the  construction  of  the  building  began  last  May, 
and  has  proceeded  rapidly  since  that  time  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Building  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Club. 

The  new  building  is  54  x 90  feet  in  size,  and  is  con- 
structed of  brick  and  sandstone,  with  terra  cotta  orna- 
mentation. 

The  members’  entrance  is  on  Newbury  Street,  and  the 
public  entrance  to  the  exhibition  gallery  is  on  Dartmouth 
Street. 

It  will  contain  a large  and  well-lighted  gallery  for 
exhibitions  and  other  purposes,  parlors,  reading-room, 
library,  janitor’s  apartments,  committee  rooms,  several 
rooms  in  the  basement  and  other  stories  of  the  building 
suitable  for  general  purposes,  and  is  supplied  with  ele- 
vators and  other  improved  modern  conveniences,  and 
it  is  believed  is  well  adapted  for  the  requirements  of  the 
Club. 

The  cost  of  the  land  and  building  will  not  exceed 
$85,000,  and  the  funds  required  to  meet  this  outlay  have 
been  provided  by  an  issue  of  bonds,  bearing  interest  at 
four  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  in  ten  years,  or 
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sooner  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Club,  and  secured  by  a 
first  mortgage  on  the  new  Club-house  estate. 

These  bonds  have  thus  far  been  taken  entirely  by  the 
members  of  the  Club  at  their  par  value. 

The  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  January, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  annual  meeting  of  thfe 
Club  will  be  held  in  the  new  house. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  CLUB. 

The  objects  of  the  Club  shall  be  to  advance  the 
knowledge  and  love  of  Art,  through  the  exhibition  of 
works  of  Art,  the  acquisition  of  books  and  papers  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  an  Art  library,  lectures  upon 
subjects  pertaining  to  Art,  and  by  other  kindred  means, 
and  to  promote  social  intercourse  among  its  members. 

ARTICLE  II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

Section  i. — The  government  of  the  Club  shall 
consist  of  a President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  Librarian,  and  the  Executive  Committee  of 
twelve  members ; who,  together,  shall  constitute  a 
Board  of  Management  (four  at  least  of  whom  shall  be 
professional  artists),  and  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting,  to  be  held  on  the  first 
Saturday  of  January  in  each  year,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen,  or  until  re- 
moved from  office  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  a majority 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Club  ; and  any  vacancy  in 
the  Board  may  be  filled  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Club. 
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Sect.  2. — At  the  regular  meeting,  in  December  of 
each  year,  a committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Club 
to  nominate  candidates  for  the  Board  of  Management 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sect.  3. — The  Board  of  Management  shall  hold  all 
the  property,  effects  and  assets  of  the  Club  in  trust  for 
the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  members  thereof, 
and  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the 
same,  and  exercise  a general  superintendence  over  the 
affairs  of  the  Club ; shall  lay  all  assessments,  and 
make  or  authorize  all  necessary  contracts  and  pur- 
chases, but  shall  have  no  power  to  render  the  Club, 
or  any  member  thereof,  liable  for  any  debt  beyond 
the  amount  of  money  which  shall  at  the  time  oE  con- 
tracting such  debt  be  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands,  and 
not  needed  for  the  discharge  of  prior  debts  or  liabilities ; 
nor  to  make  purchases  of  works  of  Art  for  the  Club 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  in  cost,  without  a vote 
of  the  Club  authorizing  the  same. 

Sect.  4. — They  shall  appoint  Standing  Committees  : 
on  Membership  (consisting  of  five  persons),  on  Finance 
(consisting  of  three  persons),  and  such  other  com- 
mittees as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  Constitution  or 
By-Laws  shall  be  made,  unless  the  proposed  alteration 
or  amendment  be  presented  at  a regular  meeting,  and 
posted  in  the  Club-rooms  for  at  least  seven  days  there- 
after, and  finally  adopted  at  a subsequent  meeting 
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(due  notice  of  which  stating  the  changes  proposed  shall 
have  been  given),  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all 
members  present  and  voting  thereon. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

NUMBER  OF  MEMBERS. 

The  membership  of  the  Club  shall  be  limited  to  eight 
hundred  persons,  but  this  limitation  shall  not  extend 
to  professional  artists  resident  in  Massachusetts. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

ARTICLE  II. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  upon  his  resigna- 
tion, his  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  Vice- 
President. 

ARTICLE  III. 

TREASURER. 

Section  i. — The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all 
the  funds  of  the  Club ; shall  collect  all  entrance-fees, 
assessments,  and  other  dues  to  the  Club ; shall  make 
all  disbursements,  but  shall  pay  no  bills  unless  approved 
by  the  President. 

Sect.  2. — He  shall  render  a statement  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Club  at  the  annual  meeting,  and 
whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  the  President  at 
any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Sect.  3. — He  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting  the 
number  of  active  and  absent  members,  the  number  of 
delinquents,  and  the  amounts  due  from  each,  and  shall, 
with  the  President,  sign  all  contracts  of  the  Club. 
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Sect.  4. — His  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  books  be- 
longing to  the  Club,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  Government, 
and  shall  be  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee,  under 
whose  direction,  also,  he  shall  deposit  or  invest  the 
funds  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SECRETARY. 

Section  i. — The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  records  and  papers  relating  to  the  business  of  the 
Club. 

Sect.  2. — He  shall  issue  all  notices,  and  shall  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Club  whenever  requested  to  do 
so  by  the  President  or  by  fifteen  members,  and  of  the 
Board  of  Management  upon  the  request  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  three  members  thereof. 

Sect.  3. — He  shall  record  the  proceedings  and  votes 
of  all  meetings  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Club. 

Sect.  4. — He  shall  keep  a list  of  members  of  the 
Club,  compare  the  same  from  time  to  time  with  that 
kept  by  the  Treasurer,  and  report  any  variations  be- 
tween the  two  lists  to  the  Board  of  Management. 

ARTICLE  V. 

LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  books, 
periodicals  and  works  of  Art  belonging  to  the  Club,  or 
deposited  in  the  Club-rooms  (except  upon  the  occasion 
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of  a special  exhibition),  and,  under  the  advice  of  the 
government,  shall  see  that  the  literary  department  of 
the  Club  is  well  and  regularly  supplied. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  for  the 
election  of  officers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  January  of  each  year,  a printed  notice  of  which  shall 
be  sent  to  each  member  fourteen  days  previous  to  such 
meeting,  and  shall  also  be  posted  for  the  same  period 
upon  the  notice-board  in  the  Club-rooms. 

Sect.  2. — The  regular  business  meetings  of  the  Club 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  evening  of  each 
month,  except  in  July,  August  and  September;  but 
business  may  be  transacted  at  adjourned  meetings,  or 
at  special  meetings  duly  called. 

Sect.  3. — Notice  of  special  meetings,  stating  their 
object,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  five  days  before 
said  meetings,  and  shall  also  be  posted  for  the  same 
period  upon  the  notice-board  in  the  Club-rooms. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

PROXIES. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Club  absent  members  may  be 
represented  by  members  present,  duly  authorized  to 
vote,  by  written  proxies  filed  with  the  Secretary  before 
meeting. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

QUORUM. 

Section  i. — At  meetings  of  the  Club,  ten  members 
personally  present  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  election  of 
officers  and  honorary  members,  the  expulsion  of  mem- 
bers and  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
when  twenty-five  members  (at  least  ten  of  whom  must 
be  present  in  person)  shall  be  deemed  a quorum. 

Sect.  2. — At  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Management, 
seven  members  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP. 

-Section  i. — The  Committee  on  Membership  shall 
consist  of  five  persons,  to  one  of  whom  the  name  and 
residence  of  each  person  desiring  to  become  a member 
of  the  Club  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  by  a member. 

Sect.  2. — The  committee  shall  consider  all  commu- 
nications in  reference  to  the  persons  proposed,  and 
make  careful  examinations  as  to  their  qualifications, 
and  if  a majority  of  the  committee  are  opposed  to  the 
admission  of  any  candidate,  his  name  shall  not  be 
further  acted  upon,  and  he  shall  not  be  proposed 
again  for  six  months. 

Sect.  3. — If  a majority  of  the  committee  favor  his 
admission,  his  name  shall  be  reported  to  the  Secretary, 
and  posted  as  required  in  Article  X.  of  this  Constitu- 
tion. 
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Sect.  4. — The  proceedings  of  this  committee  shall 
be  secret  and  confidential. 

ARTICLE  X. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  i. — Elections  for  the  admission  of  members 
shall  take  place  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  2. — Notice  of  each  meeting,  and  the  name, 
with  the  residence,  of  each  candidate  for  admission, 
and  the  name  of  each  person  proposing  him,  shall  be 
posted  in  the  Club-rooms  by  the  Secretary  fourteen 
days  previous  to  such  meeting. 

Sect.  3. — One  negative  vote  in  ten  shall  exclude ; 
and  no  candidate  shall  be  deemed  admitted  who  shall 
not  have  received  twenty  votes. 

Sect.  4.— No  candidate  who  shall  have  been  re- 
jected shall  be  proposed  again  for  six  months. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

Section  i. — Honorary  members,  proposed  by  the 
Board  of  Management,  may  be  elected  by  a vote  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  any 
meeting  held  for  the  election  of  members,  provided 
that  the  names  of  the  persons  proposed  shall  be  posted 
on  the  notice-board  fourteen  days  previous  to  such 
meeting,  and  there  be  at  least  twenty-five  votes  cast. 

Sect.  2. — Anyone  admitted  under  this  article  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  entrance-fee  and 
all  assessments,  but  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Club. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i. — No  person  shall  become  a member  of 
the  Club  (unless  elected  under  Article  XI.)  until  he 
shall  have  paid  to  the  Treasurer  the  entrance-fee, 
and  signed  his  name  to  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  Trea- 
surer. 

Sect.  2. — The  Secretary  shall  notify  each  person  of 
his  election,  and  shall  furnish  him  with  a copy  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Sect.  3. — No  person  shall  be  considered  a member 
(with  the  exception  above  noted)  who  shall  fail  for 
sixty  days,  after  notice  of  his  election,  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  article,  unless  his  name  has  again 
been  proposed  and  favorably  acted  upon. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

ENTRANCE-FEE. 

Section  i. — The  entrance-fee  shall  be  twenty 
dollars,  but  professional  artists  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  paying  their  entrance-fees  either  in  money  or  by  the 
contribution  of  original  sketches,  or  other  works  of 
Art,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Management  as  a 
sufficient  equivalent  therefor. 

Sect.  2. — Such  contributions  shall  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Club,  to  be  retained  in  its  possession,  or 
disposed  of,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Government. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

Section  i. — The  total  amount  of  assessments  upon 
each  member  shall  not  exceed  twenty  dollars  in  any 
one  year. 

Sect.  2. — A notice  of  each  assessment  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  member  liable  therefor,  or  shall  be  mailed 
to  him,  or  shall  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  business  or 
abode. 

Sect.  3. — Should  any  member  neglect  to  pay  his 
assessments  for  sixty  days  after  it  is  due,  and  notice 
thereof  has  been  sent  to  him,  the  Government  may 
(provided  no  satisfactory  excuse  is  given  for  such 
neglect)  erase  his  name  from  the  list  of  members. 

Sect.  4. — In  case  of  such  erasure,  notice  shall  be 
sent  to  him  in  writing  that  he  has  ceased  to  be  a mem- 
ber, specifying  the  reasons  therefor,  and  he  shall 
thereupon  cease  to  be  a member,  and  shall  forfeit  all 
his  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  all  the  property 
of  the  Club. 

Sect.  3. — Any  member  intending  to  be  absent  from 
the  State  for  one  year  or  more  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  assessments  that  may  be  laid  during  such 
absence,  provided  he  gives  previous  notice  thereof  to 
the  Treasurer. 

Sect.  4.  Any  member  absent  from  the  State  when 
any  assessment  may  become  due  shall  not  incur  any 
penalty,  provided  he  pays  the  same  within  thirty  days 
after  his  return. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Club  by  paying 
all  dues,  and  giving  written  notice  thereof  to  the  Treas- 
urer, and  such  withdrawal  shall  operate  as  an  assign- 
ment and  a release  to  the  Club  of  all  right,  title,  and 
interest  of  such  member  in  and  to  the  property  or 
assets  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

EXPULSION'  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  In  case  of  persistence  in  the  infraction 
of  any  rule  by  any  member,  or  of  any  conduct  on  the 
part  of  any  member  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, may  tend  to  endanger  the  good  order,  welfare, 
or  character  of  the  Club,  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  erase 
his  name  from  the  list  of  members,  and  to  notify  him 
in  writing  of  his  expulsion,  specifying  the  reasons 
therefor. 

Sect.  2. — He  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a member, 
and  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  mem- 
bership, unless,  upon  his  appeal  to  the  Club,  at  the 
next  stated  meeting  after  his  expulsion,  the  decision  of 
the  Government  shall  be  reversed  by  a majority  of 
votes  cast  at  said  meeting. 


RULES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  i. — The  House  Committee  shall  have  the 
control  and  immediate  charge  of  the  Club  House,  and 
the  furniture,  fixtures,  pictures  and  ornaments  con- 
tained therein  belonging  to  the  Club,  except  that  the 
Hanging  Committee  shall  have  the  arrangement  of 
the  pictures  and  ornaments  in  the  rooms  during  the 
General  Exhibitions. 

Sect.  2. — They  shall  lease  the  rooms  in  the  building 
which  are  not  required  for  the  use  of  the  Club,  and 
shall  notify  the  Treasurer  in  regard  to  all  arrange- 
ments which  they  have  made  with  the  tenants. 

Sect.  3.—' They  shall  make  all  necessary  purchases 
and  repairs,  but  no  expenditures  shall  be  made  by 
them,  unless  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement, except  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity,  when 
immediate  action  is  required. 

Sect.  4. — They  shall  prescribe  the  duties  and  have 
the  control  of  the  servants  and  employes  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  5. — All  complaints  shall  be  made  to  them. 

Sect.  6. — They  shall  provide  the  suppers  given  at 
the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Club. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

PROPERTY. 

Section  i. — No  picture,  statue,  or  other  work  of 
Art,  the  property  of  the  Club,  or  any  property  intrusted 
to  it,  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  of  the  Club,  except 
by  the  authority  of  the  Government. 

Sect.  2. — Any  destruction  of,  or  injury  to,  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Club,  or  of  any  articles  or  works  of  Art 
which  may  be  in  the  custody  thereof,  shall  be  paid  for 
by  the  members  who  shall  have  caused  the  same  ; and 
the  amount  to  be  paid  by  such  members  shall  be  the 
cost  of  replacing  or  repairing  the  property  so  destroyed 
or  injured,  the  same  to  be  certified  by  the  President 
and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  but  the  Govern- 
ment shall  have  authority  to  remit  the  same  at  their 
discretion. 


ARTICLE  III. 

LIBRARY. 

Section  i. — All  books  and  periodicals  belonging  to 
or  deposited  with  the  Club  shall  be  kept  in  the  charge 
of  the  Librarian,  and  shall  be  open  to  the  use  of  the 
members  at  all  times. 

Sect.  2. — No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  of 
the  Club  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Management,  and  no  book  shall  be  allowed  to  remain 
out  of  the  Library  over  seven  days. 

Sect.  3. — The  Library  shall  be  open  to  the  contri- 
butions of  members  or  others,  either  in  books  or  funds, 
and  the  names  of  contributors  shall  be  duly  recorded. 
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Sect.  4. — The  Committee  on  Library  shall  have  the 
disbursement  of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of 
the  Library. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

VISITORS. 

Section  i. — Members  may  personally  introduce 
visitors  to  the  rooms  at  any  time  except  during  a busi- 
ness meeting.  Guests  to  Club  Suppers,  to  the  number 
of  fifteen,  may  be  invited,  upon  application  to  the 
President  or  Vice-Presidents. 

Sect.  2. — These  privileges  maybe  suspended  by  the 
Government,  at  its  discretion,  with  regard  to  any  in- 
dividual member  or  visitor,  by  a notice  in  writing 
signed  by  the  Secretary  and  addressed  to  such  person. 

Sect.  3. — A book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Librarian,  in 
which  shall  be  entered  the  names  and  residences  of  all 
visitors,  and  the  names  of  the  members  introducing 
them. 

ARTICLE  V. 

SUPPERS  AND  INFORMAL  EXHIBITIONS. 

On  the  first  Saturday  of  every  month,  from  November 
to  May  inclusive,  a supper  shall  be  provided,  and  an 
informal  exhibition  shall  take  place,  consisting  of  such 
pictures  and  sketches  as  artists  and  other  members  of 
the  Club  may  wish  to  send,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
Hanging  Committee;  these  may  remain  in  the  Gallery 
as  long  as  the  contributor  desires,  but  not  beyond  the 
time  for  another  exhibition. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

ART  EXHIBITIONS. 

Section  i. — There  shall  be  two  General  Exhibitions 
each  year  under  the  following  rules  : 

Sect.  2. — All  works  of  Art  intended  for  these  ex- 
hibitions shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment or  to  a special  committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose,  who  shall  vote  upon  the  acceptance  or  rejection 
of  each  work  separately. 

Sect.  3. — All  proceedings  of  the  said  special  com- 
mittee shall  be  secret  and  confidential,  and  any  member 
thereof  who  shall  divulge  any  of  its  proceedings  shall 
be  ineligible  to  serve  on  the  committee  thereafter. 

Sect.  4. — Not  more  than  three  works  by  the  same 
artist  in  any  one  of  the  three  departments  of  painting, 
sculpture  or  drawing  shall  be  placed  in  any  general 
exhibition,  and  as  a rule  copies  will  not  be  admitted. 

Sect.  5. — No  picture  intended  for  the  exhibitions 
will  be  received  after  the  date  fixed  by  the  committee. 

Sect.  6. — Artists  who  are  not  members  of  the  Club 
may  be  invited  to  contribute,  subject  to  the  rules  gov- 
erning the  exhibitions. 

Sect.  7. — Admission  to  the  exhibitions  will  be  per- 
mitted only  upon  tickets  issued  by  the  members,  which 
will  be  furnished  to  them  by  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
also  keep  a list  of  the  members  accessible  at  the  Club 
House. 

Sect.  8. — One  ticket  to  the  reception  on  the  opening 
night,  admitting  a gentleman  and  ladies,  shall  be  sent 
to  each  member  and  contributor,  for  the  use  of  their 
friends. 
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Sect.  9. — Information  regarding  these  matters  shall 
be  distinctly  stated  in  a circular  to  be  sent  to*  every 
member  of  the  Club,  to  which  shall  be  affixed  a blank 
form  of  schedule  for  works  offered  for  the  exhibition. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

HANGING  COMMITTEE. 

Section  i.  The  Hanging  Committee  shall  receive 
and  have  the  entire  charge  of  all  pictures  and  works  of 
Art  contributed  to  the  General  and  Informal  Exhibitions, 
and  shall  attend  to  their  safe  and  prompt  return  to  the 
contributors  after  the  exhibitions  are  over,  and  shall 
return  all  that  are  not  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners  after  their  rejection  is  ascertained,  it  being 
understood  that  the  risk  and  cost  of  transportation  shall 
be  borne  by  the  Club  on  solicited  pictures  only. 

Sect.  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
place  the  pictures  and  works  of  Art  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Examiners  for  the  exhibitions,  in  the  galleries 
and  Club-rooms,  in  such  places  and  positions  as  they 
may  think  proper. 

Sect.  3. — They  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  with  a 
correct  list  of  the  pictures  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners  for  each  General  Exhibition,  embracing  the 
title  of  the  work,  tne  names  of  the  artist  and  the  owner, 
and  the  number  affixed  by  them  to  the  same,  in  order 
that  he  may  have  the  catalogue  properly  printed  and 
issued  in  due  season. 

Sect.  4. — They  shall  also  furnish  the  Secretary  with 
a list  of  the  contributions  that  have  not  been  accepted 
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by  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  contributors  thereof. 

Sect.  5. — They  shall  determine  the  amount  of  the 
insurance  required  on  the  several  pictures  and  works  of 
Art  in  each  General  Exhibition  and  shall  report  a list  of 
the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  with  the  valuation  set  against 
each  one,  and  he  shall  cause  insurance  to  be  effected  in 
conformity  therewith. 

Sect.  6. — They  are  authorized  to  employ  upon  the 
occasion  of  any  exhibition  under  their  care,  such  assist- 
ance of  a supervisory,  clerical  or  other  nature  as  in 
their  judgment  may  seem  requisite. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ENTERTAINMENTS. 

The  Committee  on  Entertainments  shall,  as  often  as 
once  each  week  (if  practicable),  when  the  galleries  are 
hot  in  use  for  other  purposes,  provide  for  the  benefit  of 
the  members  such  entertainments  as  are  suitable  to  the 
objects  of  the  Club,  except  during  the  months  of  June, 
July,  August  and  September,  and  the  Secretary  shall 
send  notices  thereof  to  each  member  of  the  Club,  who 
shall  be  allowed  to  invite  ladies  to  attend. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

NOTICE-BOX. 

A notice-box  shall  be  kept  in  the  Club-rooms,  in 
which  any  member  is  authorized  to  deposit,  with  his 
signature,  any  complaint  as  to  the  management  of  the 
Club,  or  any  suggestion  he  may  desire  to  make. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

OFFICERS  AND  COMMITTEES. 

A complete  list  of  the  Officers  and  Committees  of  the 
Club  shall  be  kept  posted  up  in  the  Club-rooms ; and 
such  list  shall  be  corrected  by  the  Secretary  as  changes 
occur. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

SMOKING. 

Smoking  shall  not  be  allowed  during  business  meet- 
ings, and  shall  be  permitted  only  in  such  rooms  as  the 
Government  may  designate. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Alterations,  amendments  and  additions  may  be  made 
to  these  Rules  by  the  Board  of  Management,  at  any 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Notice  of  special  meetings,  stating  their  object,  shall 
be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Management 
forty-eight  hours  before  the  time  appointed  for  said 
meeting.

BE  IT  ENACTED,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

Section  t. — Charles  C.  Perkins,  Horace  H.  Moses,  George  D.  Russell, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a Corporation,  by  the  name 
of  The  Boston  Art  Club,  to  be  located  in  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  advancing  the  fine  arts  by  the  establishment  of  an  Art  Gallery  and 
Library,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  re- 
strictions and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws  which  now  are,  or  here- 
after may  be,  in  force,  applicable  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2. — Said  corporation,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  may  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  3. — This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  CLUB. 

The  objects  of  the  Club  shall  be  to  advance  the 
knowledge  and  love  of  Art,  through  the  exhibition  of 
works  of  Art,  the  acquisition  of  books  and  papers  for 
the  purpose  of  forming  an  Art  library,  lectures  upon 
subjects  pertaining  to  Art,  and  by  other  kindred  means, 
and  to  promote  social  intercourse  among  its  members. 

ARTICLE  II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

Section  i. — The  government  of  the  Club  shall  con- 
sist of  a President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a Treasurer,  a 
Secretary,  a Librarian,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of 
twelve. 

The  said  officers  shall  together  constitute  a Board 
of  Management  of  the  Club,  and  at  least  four  of  them 
shall  be  professional  artists. 

All  said  officers,  except  the  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  shall  be  chosen  annually  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Club,  which  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  January. 

Sect,  z,— At  the  annual  meeting  in  1883,  twelve 
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members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen, 
four  for  terms  of  one  year,  four  for  terms  of  two  years, 
and  four  for  terms  of  three  years  each ; and  annually 
thereafter,  four  members  of  said  Committee  shall  be 
chosen  for  terms  of  three  years  each. 

All  the  before-mentioned  officers  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
are  chosen,  or  until  they  are  removed  by  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Club. 

A vacancy  in  any  of  said  offices  may  be  filled  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  3.— At  the  regular  meeting,  in  December  of 
each  year,  a committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Club 
to  nominate  candidates  for  the  Board  of  Management 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sect.  4. — The  Board  of  Management  shall  hold  all 
the  property,  effects  and  assets  of  the  Club  in  trust  for 
the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  members  thereof, 
and  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the 
same,  and  exercise  a general  superintendence  over  the 
affairs  of  the  Club;  shall  lay  all  assessments,  and 
make  or  authorize  all  necessary  contracts  and  pur- 
chases, but  shall  have  no  power  to  render  the  Club, 
or  any  member  thereof,  liable  for  any  debt  beyond 
the  amount  of  money  which  shall  at  the  time  of  con- 
tracting such  debt  be  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands,  and 
not  needed  for  the  discharge  of  prior  debts  or  liabilities  ; 
nor  to  make  purchases  of  works  of  Art  for  the  Club 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  in  cost,  without  a vote 
of  the  Club  authorizing  the  same. 

Sect.  5. — They  shall  appoint  Standing  Committees  : 
on  Membership  (consisting  of  five  persons),  on  Finance 
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(consisting  of  three  persons),  and  such  other  com- 
mittees they  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  Constitution  or 
By-Laws  shall  be  made,  unless  the  proposed  alteration 
or  amendment  be  presented  at  a regular  meeting,  and 
posted  in  the  Club-house  for  at  least  seven  days  there- 
after, and  finally  adopted  at  a subsequent  meeting 
(due  notice  of  which  stating  the  changes  proposed  shall 
have  been  given),  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all 
members  present  and  voting  thereon. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

NUMBER  OF  MEMBERS. 

The  membership  of  the  Club  shall  be  limited  to 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  persons,  exclusive  of  such 
members  as  may  be  professional  artists  resident  in 
Massachusetts. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

ARTICLE  II. 

VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  upon  his  resigna- 
tion, his  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  Vice- 
Presidents. 

ARTICLE  III. 

TREASURER. 

Section  i. — The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all 
the  funds  of  the  Club ; shall  collect  all  entrance-fees, 
assessments,  and  other  dues  to  the  Club ; shall  make 
all  disbursements,  but  shall  pay  no  bills  unless  approved 
by  the  President. 

Sect.  2. — He  shall  render  a statement  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Club  at  the  annual  meeting,  and 
whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  the  President  at 
any  regular  or  special  meeting. 

Sect.  3. — He  shall  report  at  the  annual  meeting  the 
number  of  active  and  absent  members,  the  number  of 
delinquents,  and  the  amounts  due  from  each,  and  shall, 
with  the  President,  sign  all  contracts  of  the  Club. 


* 
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Sect.  4. — His  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  books  be- 
longing to  the  Club,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  Government, 
and  shall  be  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee,  under 
whose  direction,  also,  he  shall  deposit  or  invest  the 
funds  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SECRETARY. 

Section  i. — The  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of 
the  records  and  papers  relating  to  the  business  of  the 
Club. 

Sect.  2. — He  shall  issue  all  notices,  and  shall  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Club  whenever  requested  to  do 
so  by  the  President  or  fifteen  members,  and  of  the 
Board  of  Management  upon  the  request  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  three  members  thereof. 

Sect.  3. — He  shall  record  the  proceedings  and  votes 
of  all  meetings  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Club. 

Sect.  4. — He  shall  keep  a list  of  members  of  the 
Club,  compare  the  same  from  time  to  time  with  that 
kept  by  the  Treasurer,  and  report  any  variations  be- 
tween the  two  lists  to  the  Board  of  Management. 


ARTICLE  V. 

LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  shall  have  the  supervision  of  all  books, 
periodicals  and  works  of  Art  belonging  to  the  Club,  or 
deposited  in  the  Club-house  (except  upon  the_oecasion 
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of  a special  exhibition),  and,  under  the  advice  of  the 
government,  shall  see  that  the  literary  department  of 
the  Club  is  well  and  regularly  supplied. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Club  for  the 
election  of  officers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  January  of  each  year,  a printed  notice  of  which  shall 
be  sent  to  each  member  fourteen  days  previous  to  such 
meeting,  and  shall  also  be  posted  for  the  same  period 
upon  the  notice-board  in  the  Club-house. 

Sect.  2. — The  regular  business  meetings  of  the  Club 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  evening  of  each 
month,  except  in  July,  August  and  September;  but 
business  may  be  transacted  at  adjourned  meetings,  or 
at  special  meetings  duly  called. 

Sect.  3. — Notice  of  special  meetings,  stating  their 
object,  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  five  days  before 
said  meetings,  and  shall  also  be  posted  for  the  same 
period  upon  the  notice-board  in  the  Club-house. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

PROXIES. 

At  any  meeting  of  the  Club  absent  members  may  be 
represented  by  members  present,  duly  authorized  to 
vote,  by  written  proxies  filed  with  the  Secretary  before 
meeting. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

QUORUM. 

Section  i. — At  meetings  of  the  Club,  ten  members 
personally  present  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  election  of 
officers  and  honorary  members,  the  expulsion  of  mem- 
bers and  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
when  twenty-five  members  (at  least  ten  of  whom  must 
be  present  in  person)  shall  be  deemed  a quorum. 

Sect.  2. — At  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Management, 
seven  members  shall  constitute  a quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i. — The  Committee  on  Membership  shall 
consist  of  five  persons,  to  one  of  whom  the  name  and 
residence  of  each  person  desiring  to  become  a member 
of  the  Club  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  by  a member. 

Sect*  2. — The  committee  shall  consider  all  commu- 
nications in  reference  to  the  persons  proposed,  and 
make  careful  examinations  as  to  their  qualifications, 
and  if  a majority  of  the  committee  are  opposed  to  the 
admission  of  any  candidate,  his  name  shall  not  be 
further  acted  upon,  and  he  shall  not  be  proposed 
again  for  six  months. 

Sect.  3. — If  a majority  of  the  committee  favor  his 
admission,  his  name  shall  be  reported  to  the  Secretary, 
and  posted  as  required  under  Article  X.  of  these  By- 
Laws. 
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Sect.  4. — The  proceedings  of  this  committee  shall 
be  secret  and  confidential. 

ARTICLE  X. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  i. — Elections  for  the  admission  of  members 
shall  take  place  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  2. — Notice  of  each  meeting,  and  the  name, 
with  the  residence,  of  each  candidate  for  admission, 
and  the  name  of  each  person  proposing  him,  shall  be 
posted  in  the  Club-house  by  the  Secretary  fourteen 
days  previous  to  such  meeting. 

Sect.  3. — One  negative  vote  in  ten  shall  exclude; 
and  no  candidate  shall  be  deemed  admitted  who  shall 
not  have  received  twenty  votes. 

Sect.  4. — No  candidate  who  shall  have  been  re- 
jected shall  be  proposed  again  for  six  months. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

Section  i. — Honorary  members,  proposed  by  the 
Board  of  Management,  may  be  elected  by  a vote  of 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  any 
meeting  held  for  the  election  of  members,  provided 
that  the  names  of  the  persons  proposed  shall  be  posted 
on  the  notice-board  fourteen  days  previous  to  such 
meeting,  and  there  be  at  least  twenty-five  votes  cast. 

Sect.  2. — Any  one  admitted  under  this  article  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  entrance-fee  and 
all  assessments,  but  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Club. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i. — No  person  shall  become  a member  of 
the  Club  (unless  elected  under  Article  XI.)  until  he 
shall  have  paid  to  the  Treasurer  the  entrance-fee, 
and  signed  his  name  to  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  Trea- 
surer. 

Sect.  2. — The  Secretary  shall  notify  each  person  of 
his  election,  and  shall  furnish  him  with  a copy  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

Sect.  3. — No  person  shall  be  considered  a member 
(with  the  exception  above  noted)  who  shall  fail  for 
sixty  days,  after  notice  of  his  election,  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  article,  unless  his  name  has  again 
been  proposed  and  favorably  acted  upon. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

ENTRANCE-FEE. 

Section  i. — The  entrance-fee  shall  be  twenty 
dollars,  but  professional  artists  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  paying  their  entrance-fees  either  in  money  or  by  the 
contribution  of  original  sketches,  or  other  works  of 
Art,  if  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Management  as  a 
sufficient  equivalent  therefor. 

Sect.  2. — Such  contributions  shall  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Club,  to  be  retained  in  its  possession,  or 
disposed  of,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Government. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

Section  i. — The  total  yearly  assessments  shall  not 
exceed  in  any  one  year  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars 
for  professional  artists,  and  thirty  dollars  for  other 
members. 

Sect.  2. — A notice  of  each  assessment  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  member  liable  therefor,  or  shall  be  mailed 
to  him,  or  shall  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  business  or 
abode. 

Sect.  3. — Should  any  member  neglect  to  pay  his 
assessment  for  sixty  days  after  it  is  due,  and  notice 
thereof  has  been  sent  to  him,  the  Government  may 
(provided  no  satisfactory  excuse  is  given  for  such 
neglect)  erase  his  name  from  the  list  of  members. 

Sect.  4. — In  case  of  such  erasure,  notice  shall  be 
sent  to  him  in  writing  that  he  has  ceased  to  be  a mem- 
ber, specifying  the  reasons  therefor,  and  he  shall 
thereupon  cease  to  be  a member,  and  shall  forfeit  all 
his  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  all  the  property 
of  the  Club. 

Sect.  5. — Any  artist  member  intending  to  be  absent 
from  the  State  for  one  year  or  more  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  assessments  that  may  be  laid  during  such 
absence,  provided  he  gives  previous  notice  thereof  to 
the  Treasurer. 

Sect.  6. — Any  member  absent  from  the  State  when 
any  assessment  may  become  due  shall  not  incur  any 
penalty,  provided  he  pays  the  same  within  thirty  days 
after  his  return. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Section  i. — Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the 
Club  by  paying  all  dues,  and  giving  written  notice  to 
the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December , and  any  resignation  made  subsequently 
thereto  shall  not  discharge  the  member  presenting  it 
from  his  assessment  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sect.  2. — Such  resignation  shall  operate  as  an  assign- 
ment and  release  to  the  Club  of  all  the  right,  title  and 
interest  of  such  member  in  and  to  the  property  and 
assets  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

EXPULSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

_ Section  i. — In  case  of  persistence  in  the  infraction 
of  any  rule  by  any  member,  or  of  any  conduct  on  the 
part  of  any  member  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, may  tend  to  endanger  the  good  order,  welfare, 
or  character  of  the  Club,  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  erase 
his  name  from  the  list  of  members,,  and  to  notify  him 
in  writing  of  his  expulsion,  specifying  the  reasons 
therefor. 

Sect.  2. — He  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a member, 
and  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  mem- 
bership, unless,  upon  his  appeal  to  the  Club,  at  the 
next  stated  meeting  after  his  expulsion,  the  decision  of 
the  Government  shall  be  reversed  by  a majority  of 
votes  cast  at  said  meeting. 
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Vote  adopted  at  the  Club  meeting  held  May  6 , 1882. 

Any  proposed  change  in  the  Management  of  the 
Club  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  at  a regular  monthly 
meeting,  and  the  Secretary  shall  include  such  proposed 
change  in  the  printed  notice  for  the  next  succeeding 
meeting,  for  such  action  as  the  Club  may  then 
determine. 


RULES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i. — The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Club,  and  thereafter  during  the 
year  the  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  after  the  first  Saturday  in  each  month,  ex- 
cepting July,  August  and  September. 

Sect.  2. — The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  busi- 
ness at  the  regular  meetings  : 

1.  Reading  the  record  of  the  last  meeting. 

2.  Reports  from  the  Standing  Committees. 

3.  Reports  from  the  Treasurer,  including  a written 
abstract  of  the  cash  account  since  the  last  meeting  and 
the  balances  to  the  credit  of  each  sub-committee. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary. 

5.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

6.  Any  further  business  regularly  before  the  meet- 
ing. 

Sect.  3. — Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
Secretary  whenever  requested  to  do  so  in  writing  by  the 
President  or  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment. 
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Sect.  4. — Notice  of  special  meetings,  stating  their 
object,  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each  member  at  least 
forty-eight  hours  before  the  time  appointed  for  said 
meeting,  and  no  other  business  than  stated  in  the 
notice  shall  be  transacted  at  that  meeting. 


ARTICLE  II. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Section  i. — At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement in  January  the  following  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  elected  to  serve  during  the  current  year  : — The 
Membership  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members ; 
the  Finance  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members ; 
the  Library  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members  ; 
the  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  ; the 
Exhibition  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members ; the 
Entertainment  Committee,  consisting  of  six  members, 
including  the  President  and  Secretary,  who  shall  be 
members  ex-officio.  The  Hanging  Committee,  consisting 
of  five  members,  of  whom  four  at  least  shall  be  artists, 
shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Jury  pro- 
vided for  in  Art.  •VIII. 

Sect.  2. — The  Treasurer,  the  Secretary  and  the 
House,  Library,  Exhibition  and  Entertainment  Com- 
mittees shall  each  submit  in  writing  at  the  adjourned 
first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Management  a report, 
showing  in  detail  the  probable  sums  needed  for 
the  expense  of  their  departments  during  the  current 
year.

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ARTICLE  III. 


HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  i. — The  House  Committee  shall  have  the 
immediate  charge  and  control  of  the  Club-house,  and  of 
the  furniture,  fixtures,  works  of  Art,  ornaments  and 
other  property  contained  therein,  belonging  to  the  Club 
or  for  which  it  is  held  responsible,  excepting  as  herein- 
after provided  under  Article  IV. 

Sect.  2. — -The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  (sub- 
ject always  to  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Management) 
to  engage  and  discharge  the  servants  of  the  Club,  and 
to  make  necessary  purchases,  sales  and  repairs. 

Sect.  3. — The  Committee  shall  prescribe  the  duties 
and  have  control  of  the  servants  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  4. — The  Committee  shall  provide  the  suppers 
given  at  the  regular  Club  meetings,  and  such  lunches  as 
may  be  given  by  the  Club. 

Sect.  5. — The  Committee  shall' provide  lunches  for 
the  Juries  and  for  the  Hanging  Committee  whenever 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Committee  on  Exhibitions. 

Sect.  6. — The  Committee  shall  make  necessary  rules 
for  the  government  of  the  Club-house,  and  preservation 
of  order  and  obedience  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of  the  Club  and  the  Rules  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, which  rules,  after  approval  by  the  Board,  shall  be 
posted  on  the  bulletin  board. 

Sect.  7. — The  Committee  shall  cause  insurance  to  be 
effected,  in  the  name  of  the  Club,  on  the  house,  furni- 
ture, fixtures  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Club, 
and  shall  also  cause  insurance  to  be  effected,  in  the 


name  of  the  Club,  for  the  benefit  of  whom  it  may  con- 
cern, on  such  works  of  Art  and  other  property  as  may 
be  loaned  to  it  for  the  purpose  of  ornamenting  the 
rooms  of  the  Club-house. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EXHIBITIONS. 

Section  i.  The  Committee  on  Exhibitions  shall 
have  the  full  charge  and  control  of  all  exhibitions  of 
works  of  Art  given  by  the  Club. 

Sect.  2.  The  Committee  shall  fix  the  time  and  decide 
the  character  of  the  exhibitions,  and  during  their  con- 
tinuance shall  have  charge  and  possession  of  the  Club 
gallery  and  the  public  entrance  and  stairway  leading 
thereto,  and  the  rooms  connected  therewith. 

Sect.  3.  The  Committee  shall  make  and  enforce 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  em- 
ployes connected  with  the  exhibitions,  and  for  the  safety 
and  convenience  of  persons  visiting  the  same,  as  the 
Committee  may  deem  necessary  and  proper. 

Sect.  4.  The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
engage  and  discharge  salesmen  and  saleswomen,  door- 
keepers, collectors,  and  other  necessary  employes,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  under  their  control  and  direction. 

Sect.  5.  The  Committee  shall  prepare  and  issue 
circulars  and  notices,  announcing  the  details  in  regard 
to  each  exhibition,  and  shall  conduct  all  correspondence 
concerning  it. 

Sect.  6.  The  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
make  all  necessary  contracts  for  the  collection,  return 


and  transportation  of  contributions  intended  for  exhi- 
bitions, and  shall  receive  and  have  the  entire  charge  of 
such  contributions,  and  shall  attend  to  their  prompt 
and  safe  return  after  the  exhibitions  have  closed,  and 
shall  return  all  that  are  rejected  by  the  Jury  as  soon  as 
the  rejections  are  ascertained,  and  shall  notify  the  con- 
tributors that  such  rejections  have  been  made. 

Sect.  7.  The  Committee  shall  determine  the  amount 
of  insurance  required  on  the  pictures  and  works  of  Art 
in  each  Exhibition,  and  shall  prepare  a list  of  the  same, 
with  the  valuation  set  against  each  one,  and  shall  cause 
insurance  to  be  effected  in  conformity  therewith  at  the 
expense  of  the  Club,  and  in  its  name  for  the  benefit  of 
whom  it  may  concern. 

Sect.  8.  The  Committee  shall  notify  the  Jury  and 
the  Hanging  Committee  of  the  time  when  their  services 
will  be  required,  and  shall  notify  the  House  Committee 
to  provide  luncheons  for  them  in  the  Club-house. 

Sect.  9.  The  Committee  shall  prepare  and  issue  a 
catalogue  of  each  exhibition,  which  shall  contain  a list 
of  the  accepted  works  of  Art,  the  title  of  each,  the 
name  of  the  artist  and  owner,  the  price,  if  for  sale,  and 
its  number  in  the  catalogue. 

Sect.  10.  The  Committee  shall  prepare  and  issue 
tickets  for  the  Reception,  to  be  given  at  the  opening  of 
each  exhibition,  on  which  occasion  the  Club»house 
shall  be  thrown  open  to  guests,  and  shall  send  to  each 
member  of  the  Club  a printed  notice  announcing  the 
opening  of  the  exhibition,  and  enclosing  one  of  said 
reception  tickets  and  such  a number  of  admission 
tickets  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

COMMITTEE  ON  LIBRARY. 

Section  i. — All  books,  periodicals  and  newspapers 
belonging  to  or  deposited  with  the  Club  shall  be  kept 
in  the  charge  of  the  Librarian,  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers at  all  times. 

Sect.  2. — No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  of 
the  Club  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Librarian, 
obtained  upon  written  application,  and  no  book  shall  be 
allowed  to  remain  out  of  the  Library  more  than  seven 
days. 

Sect.  3. — The  Committee  on  Library  shall  have  the 
disbursement  of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of 
the  Library.  Contributions  of  books,  engravings  or 
funds  may  be  made  to  the  Library,  the  receipt  of  which 
shall  be  suitably  acknowledged  to  the  donors,  whose 
names  shall  be  recorded. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

COMMITTEE  ON  'ENTERTAINMENTS. 

Tlfe  Committee  on  Entertainments  shall,  as  often  as 
practicable,  provide  for  the  benefit  of  the  members  such 
entertainments  as  are  suitable  to  the  objects  of  the 
Club,  except  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August 
and  September,  and  the  Secretary  shall  send  notices 
thereof  to  members  of  the  Club,  each  of  whom  may 
be  allowed  to  invite  a lady  to  attend, 
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ARTICLE  VII.

HANGING  COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  place  the 
pictures  and  works  of  Art  accepted  by  the  Jury  for 
the  General  Exhibitions,  in  the  gallery  of  the  Club- 
house, in  such  places  and  positions  as  the  Committee 
may  think  proper. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

EXHIBITIONS. 

Section  i. — There  shall  be  two  or  more  General 
Exhibitions  each  year,  under  the  following  rules  : 

Sect.  2. — All  works  of  Art  contributed  to  these  ex- 
hibitions shall  be  submitted  to  a Jury  consisting  of  five 
members,  to  be  nominated  at  a meeting  of  the  artist 
members  specially  called  for  the  purpose  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Club,  which  nominations  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  and  change  by  the  Board  of  Management, 
who  shall  then  appoint  them  as  the  Jury,  and  they 
shall  vote  on  each  work  separately,  and  thus  decide  on 
its  acceptance  or  rejection. 

Sect.  3. — All  proceedings  of  the  said  Jury  shall  be 
secret  and  confidential,  and  any  member  thereof  who 
shall  divulge  any  of  its  proceedings  shall  be  ineligible 
to  serve  on  a Jury  thereafter. 

Sect.  4. — Not  more  than  three  works  by  the  same 
artist  in  any  one  of  the  three  departments  of  painting, 
sculpture  or  drawing  shall  be  placed  in  any  general 
exhibition,  and  as  a rule  copies  will  not  be  admitted, 
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Sect.  5. — No  picture  intended  for  the  exhibitions 
will  be  received  after  the  date  fixed  by  the  Committee. 

Sect.  6. — Artists  who  are  not  members  of  the  Club 
may  be  invited  by  the  Committee  on  Exhibitions  to 
contribute,  subject  to  the  rules  governing  the  exhib- 
itions. 

Sect.  7. — Admissions  to  the  exhibitions  will  be  per- 
mitted only  upon  tickets  issued  by  the  members,  which 
will  be  furnished  to  them  by  the  Secretary  or  Superin- 
tendent. 

Sect.  8. — One  ticket  to  the  reception  on  the  opening 
night,  admitting  a gentleman  and  ladies,  shall  be  sent  to 
each  member  and  each  contributor. 

Sect.  9. — Information  regarding  these  matters  shall 
be  distinctly  stated  in  a circular  to  be  sent  to  every 
member  of  the  Club,  to  which  shall  be  affixed  a blank 
form  of  schedule  for  works  offered  for  the  exhibition. 

Sect.  10. — On  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month  from 
October  to  May  inclusive  (if  the  gallery  is  not  in  use), 
an  Informal  Exhibition  shall  be  held,  consisting  of  such 
pictures,  sketches  and  works  of  Art  as  members  and 
others  may  contribute,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Committee  on  Exhibitions. 

Sect.  ii. — Other  exhibitions  maybe  held  from  time 
to  time  under  vote  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

SUPPERS  AND  LUNCHES. 

A supper  shall  be  provided  at  the  regular  monthly 
meetings  of  the  Club,  and  a luncheon  shall  be  provided

each  Saturday  evening  from  November  to  May  inclu- 
sive, except  on  the  evenings  when  the  regular  Club 
meetings  occur. 

ARTICLE  X. 

STRANGERS  AND  VISITORS. 

Section  i. — Gentlemen  not  members  of  the  Club, 
who  reside  forty  miles  or  more  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  and  have  no  place  of  business  therein, 
shall  be  deemed  strangers. 

Sect.  2. — The  House  Committee  may  extend  the 
privileges  of  the  Club-house  to  a stranger  during  his  visit 
to  the  city,  excepting  on  the  first  Saturday  evening  of  each 
month,  and  any  member  of  said  Committee  may,  at  the 
written  request  of  a member  of  the  Club,  issue  a written 
invitation  to  a stranger  conferring  such  privileges  for 
not  more  than  one  month,  but  no  such  invitation  shall 
be  issued  to  a stranger  who  has  received  a similar  invi- 
tation within  three  months,  unless  by  a special  vote  of 
the  House  Committee. 

Sect.  3. — Any  member  may  introduce  a gentleman 
non-member  into  the  Club-house  for  one  day  only,  ex- 
cepting on  the  first  Saturday  evening  in  each  month, 
but  such  introduction  shall  not  confer  a right  of  en- 
trance except  on  that  day.  The  member  introducing  or 
requesting  an  invitation  for  a visitor  or  stranger  shall 
register  his  name  and  residence  and  the  date  of  the 
introduction  or  request  in  a book  kept  in  the  office  of 
the  Club  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  affix  his  signature 
thereto. 
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Sect.  4. — The  rooms  of  the  Club-house  shall  not  be 
open  to  ladies  except  on  occasions  when  they  are  in- 
vited by  the  Board  of  Management,  and  during  the 
evening  receptions  at  the  opening  of  exhibitions. 

Sect.  5. — Guests  to  the  monthly  Club  Suppers  to  the 
number  of  fifteen  may  be  invited,  upon  application  to 
the  President  or  Vice-President.  This  privilege  may 
be  suspended  by  the  Board  of  Management  at  its 
discretion. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

OFFICERS  AND  COMMITTEES. 

A complete  list  oLthe  Officers  and  Committees  of  the 
Club  shall  be  kept  posted  up  in  the  Club-house ; and 
such  list  shall  be  corrected  by  the  Secretary  as  changes 
occur. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

/ 

PROPERTY. 

Section  i. — No  picture,  statue,  or  other  work  of 
Art,  the  property  of  the  Club,  or  any  property  entrusted 
to  it,  shall  be  taken  from  the  rooms  of  the  Club,  except 
by  the  authority  of  the  House  Committee,  or  as  here- 
tofore provided. 

Sect.  2. — Any  destruction  of,  or  injury  to,  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Club,  or  of  any  articles  or  works  of  Art 
which  may  be  in  the  custody  thereof,  shall  be  paid  for 
by  the  member  who  shall  have  caused  the  same ; and 
the  amount  to  be  paid  by  such  member  shall  be  the 
cost  of  replacing  or  repairing  the  property  so  destroyed 
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or  injured,  the  same  to  be  certified  by  the  President  and 
countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  but  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement shall  have  authority  to  remit  the  same  at  their 
discretion. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Any  complaint  or  suggestion  concerning  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Club  may  be  addressed  to  the  House  Com- 
mittee by  any  member,  over  his  own  signature,  and  a 
box  shall  be  kept  in  the  Club-house  for  the  reception  of 
notices. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Alterations,  amendments  and  additions  may  be  made 
to  these  Rules  by  the  Board  of  Management,  at  any 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 
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House  rules. 


The  Club-house  will  be  open  every  clay  from  8 o’clock 
a.  m.  until  ii  o’clock  p.  m. 

No  fee  shall  be  paid  to  any  servant  or  employe  of 
the  Club. 

Members  are  not  permitted  to  send  servants  out  of 
the  Club-house,  but  outside  service  will  be  provided, 
for  which  a reasonable  charge  will  be  made. 

All  charges  must  be  paid  to  the  Superintendent, 
before  leaving  the  Club-house,  as  no  accounts  will  be 
kept  with  members. 

No  dog  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Club-house. 

Pipe  smoking  shall  not  be  permitted  in  any  part  of 
the  Club-house. 

Smoking  is  prohibited  in  the  Library  and  in  the 
rooms  occupied  during  the  business  meetings  of  the 
Club.  All  complaints  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
House  Committee  and  deposited  in  a box  kept  for  that 
purpose  in  the  office.

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  ^Boston  Art  Club. 


QE  IT  ENACTED,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  i.  — Charles  C.  Perkins,  Horace  H.  Moses,  George  D.  Russell,  their  as- 
sociates and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a Corporation,  by  the  name  of  The  Boston 
Art  Club,  to  be  located  in  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the 
fine  arts  by  the  establishment  of  an  Art  Gallery  and  Library,  with  all  the  powers 
and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  set  forth  in 
all  general  laws  which  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  in  force,  applicable  to  such 
corporations. 

Section  2.  — Said  corporation,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  may  bold  real  and 
petsonal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Section  3.  — This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  CLUB. 

The  objects  of  the  Club  shall  be  to  ad- 
vance the  knowledge  and  love  of  Art, 
through  the  exhibition  of  works  of  Art, 
the  acquisition  of  books  and  papers  for  the 
purpose  of  forming  an  Art  library,  lectures 
upon  subjects  pertaining  to  Art,  and  by 
other  kindred  means,  and  to  promote  social 
intercourse  among  its  members. 

ARTICLE  II. 

GOVERNMENT. 

Section  i.  — The  government  of  the 
Club  shall  consist  of  a President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  a Treasurer,  a Secretary,  a Li- 
brarian, and  an  Executive  Committee  of 
twelve. 

The  said  officers  shall  together  consti- 
tute a Board  of  Management  of  the  Club,

All  said  officers,  except  the  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  chosen 
annually  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Club,  which  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  January. 

Sect.  2.  — At  the  annual  meeting  in 
1883,  twelve  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  chosen,  four  for  terms 
of  one  year,  four  for  terms  of  two  years, 
and  four  for  terms  of  three  years,  each ; 
and  annually  thereafter,  four  members  of 
said  Committee  shall  be  chosen  for  terms 
of  three  years  each. 

All  the  before-mentioned  officers  shall 
be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  chosen,  or 
until  they  are  removed  by  vote  of  a major- 
ity of  all  the  members  of  the  Club. 

A vacancy  in  any  of  said  offices  may  be 
filled  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  3.  — At  the  regular  meeting,  in 
December  of  each  year,  a committee  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Club  to  nominate  can- 
didates for  the  Board  of  Management  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Sect.  4.  — The  Board  of  Management 
shall  hold  all  the  property,  effects,  and  as- 
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sets  of  the  Club  in  trust  for  the  benefit 
and  enjoyment  of  the  members  thereof, 
and  shall  have  the  management  and  con- 
trol of  the  same,  and  exercise  a general 
superintendence  over  the  affairs  of  the 
Club;  shall  lay  all  assessments,  and  make 
or  authorize  all  necessary  contracts  and 
purchases,  but  shall  have  no  power  to  ren- 
der the  Club,  or  any  member  thereof,  lia- 
ble for  any  debt  beyond  the  amount  of 
money  which  shall  at  the  time  of  contract- 
ing such  debt  be  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands, 
and  not  needed  for  the  discharge  of  prior 
debts  or  liabilities  ; nor  to  make  purchases 
of  works  of  Art  for  the  Club  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  in  cost,  without  a vote  of 
the  Club  authorizing  the  same. 

Sect.  5.  — They  shall  appoint  Standing 
Committees : on  Membership  (consisting 
of  five  persons),  on  Finance  (consisting  of 
three  persons),  and  such  other  committees 
as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution or  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  unless 
the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  be 
presented  at  a regular  meeting,  and  posted 
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in  the  Club-house  for  at  least  seven  days 
thereafter,  and  finally  adopted  at  a subse- 
quent meeting  (due  notice  of  which,  stat- 
ing the  changes  proposed,  shall  have  been 
given),  by  the  votes  of  two  thirds  of  all 
members  present  and  voting  thereon. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

NUMBER  OF  MEMBERS. 

Limit  of  The  membership  of  the  Club  shall  be 
membership.  j-0  seven  hundred  and  fifty  persons, 

exclusive  of  such  members  as  may  be  pro- 
fessional artists  resident  in  Massachusetts. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement. 

ARTICLE  II. 

VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

Tn  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  upon 
his  resignation,  his  duties  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  Vice-Presidents. 

ARTICLE  III. 

TREASURER. 

Section  i.  — The  Treasurer  shall  take 
charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Club  ; shall 
collect  all  entrance-fees,  assessments,  and 
other  dues  to  the  Club  ; shall  make  all  dis- 
bursements, but  shall  pay  no  bills  unless 
approved  by  the  President.

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Sect.  2.  — He  shall  render  a statement 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Club  at  the  annual 
meeting,  and  whenever  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  President  at  any  regular  or  special 
meeting. 

Sect.  3.  — He  shall  report  at  the  an-  * 
nual  meeting  the  number  of  active  and  ab- 
sent members,  the  number  of  delinquents, 
and  the  amounts  due  from  each,  and  shall, 
with  the  President,  sign  all  contracts  of  the 
Club. 

Sect.  4.  — His  accounts  sKall  be  kept 
in  books  belonging  to  the  Club,  which 
shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection 
of  any  member  of  the  Government,  and 
shall  be  audited  by  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, under  whose  direction,  also,  he  shall 
deposit  or  invest  the  funds  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SECRETARY. 

Section  i.  — The  Secretary  shall  have 
the  custody  of  the  records  and  papers  re- 
lating to  the  business  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  2.  — He  shall  issue  all  notices, 
and  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Club 
whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Presi- 
dent or  fifteen  members,  and  of  the  Board 
of  Management  upon  the  request  of  the 
President  or  of  three  members  thereof.

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Sect.  3.  — He  shall  record  the  proceed- 
ings and  votes  of  all  meetings  and  conduct 
the  correspondence  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  4.  — He  shall  keep  a list  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Club,  compare  the  same  from 
time  to  time  with  that  kept  by  the  Treas- 
urer, and  report  any  variations  between 
the  two  lists  to  the  Board  of  Management. 

ARTICLE  V. 

LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  shall  have  the  supervis- 
ion of  all  books,  periodicals,  and  works  of 
Art  belonging  to  the  Club,  or  deposited  in 
the  Club-house  (except  upon  the  occasion 
of  a special  exhibition),  and,  under  the  ad- 
vice of  the  government,  shall  see  that  the 
literary  department  of  the  Club  is  well  and 
regularly  supplied. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  — The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Club  for  the  election  of  officers  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  January 
of  each  year,  a printed  notice  of  which 
shall  be  sent  to  each  member  fourteen 
days  previous  to  such  meeting,  and  shall 
also  be  posted  for  the  same  period  upon 
the  notice-board  in  the  Club-house. 
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Regular  Sect.  2 — The  regular  business  meet- 
ly[tings . ings  of  the  Club  shall  be  held  on  the  first 

Saturday  evening  of  each  month,  except  in 
July,  August,  and  September;  but  business 
may  be  transacted  at  adjourned  meetings, 
or  at  special  meetings  duly  called. 

special  Sect.  3.  — Notice  of  special  meetings, 
meetings.  stating  their  object,  shall  be  sent  to  each 
member  five  days  before  said  meetings, 
and  shall  also  be  posted  for  the  same 
period  upon  the  notice-board  in  the  Club- 
house. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

PROXIES. 

Proxies.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Club  absent 

members  may  be  represented  by  members 
present,  duly  authorized  to  vote,  by  writ- 
ten proxies  filed  with  the  Secretary  before 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

QUORUM. 

Quorumat  Section  i. — At  meetings  of  the  Club, 

meetings  of 

the  ciub.  ten  members  personally  present  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
any  business,  except  the  election  of  offi- 
cers and  honorary  members,  the  expulsion 
of  members,  and  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  By  - Laws,  when  twenty-five 
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members  (at  least  ten  of  whom  must  be 
present  in  person)  shall  be  deemed  a quo- 
rum. 

Sect.  2.  — At  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Management,  seven  members  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  — The  Committee  on  Mem- 
bership shall  consist  of  five  persons,  to 
one  of  whom  the  name  and  residence  of 
each  person  desiring  to  become  a member 
of  the  Club  shall  be  proposed  in  writing 
by  a member. 

Sect.  2. — The  Committee  shall  consider 
all  communications  in  reference  to  the 
persons  proposed,  and  make  careful  exami- 
nations as  to  their  qualifications  ; and  if  a 
majority  of  the  Committee  are  opposed  to 
the  admission  of  any  candidate,  his  name 
shall  not  be  further  acted  upon,  and  he 
shall  not  be  proposed  again  for  six  months. 

Sect.  3.  — If  a majority  of  the  Commit- 
tee favor  his  admission,  his  name  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Secretary,  and  posted  as  re- 
quired under  Article  X.  of  these  By-Laws. 

Sect.  4.  — The  proceedings  of  this 
Committee  shall  be  secret  and  confidential. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  — Elections  for  the  admis- 
sion of  members  shall  take  place  at  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  2. — Notice  of  each  meeting,  and 
the  name,  with  the  residence,  of  each  can- 
didate for  admission,  and  the  name  of  each 
person  proposing  him,  shall  be  posted  in 
the  Club-house  by  the  Secretary  fourteen 
days  previous  to  such  meeting. 

Sect.  3.  — One  negative  vote  in  ten 
shall  exclude  ; and  no  candidate  shall  be 
deemed  admitted  who  shall  not  have  re- 
ceived twenty  votes. 

Sect.  4.  — No  candidate  who  shall 
have  been  rejected  shall  be  proposed 
again  for  six  months. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

HONORARY  MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  — Honorary  members,  pro- 
posed by  the  Board  of  Management,  may 
be  elected  by  a vote  of  three  fourths  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  at  any  meet- 
ing held  for  the  election  of  members,  pro- 
vided that  the  names  of  the  persons  pro- 
posed shall  be  posted  on  the  notice-board 
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fourteen  days  previous  to  such  meeting, 
and  there  be  at  least  twenty-five  votes 
cast. 

Sect.  2.  — * Any  one  admitted  under 
this  article  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pay- 
ment of  the  entrance-fee  and  all  assess- 
ments, but  shall  have  no  vote  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

CONDITIONS  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i. — No  person  shall  become 
a member  of  the  Club  (unless  elected  un- 
der Article  XI.)  until  he  shall  have  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  the  entrance-fee,  and  signed 
his  name  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Treasurer. 

Sect.  2.  — The  Secretary  shall  notify 
each  person  of  his  election,  and  shall  fur- 
nish him  with  a copy  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws. 

Sect.  3. — No  person  shall  be  consid- 
ered a member  (with  the  exception  above 
noted)  who  shall  fail  for  sixty  days,  after 
notice  of  his  election,  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  unless  his  name 
has  again  been  proposed  and  favorably 
acted  upon. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

ENTRANCE-FEE. 

Section  i.  — The  entrance-fee  shall  be 
thirty  dollars,  but  professional  artists  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  paying  their  en- 
trance-fees either  in  money,  or  by  the  con- 
tribution of  original  sketches,  or  other 
works  of  Art,  if  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Management  as  a sufficient  equivalent 
therefor. 

Sect.  2.  — Such  contributions  shall  be- 
come the  property  of  the  Club,  to  be  re- 
tained in  its  possession,  or  disposed  of, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Government. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

Section  i. — The  total  yearly  assess- 
ments shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  the 
sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  professional  ar- 
tists, and  thirty  dollars  for  other  members. 

Sect.  2.  — A notice  of  each  assessment 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  member  liable 
therefor,  or  shall  be  mailed  to  him,  or 
shall  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  busi- 
ness or  abode. 

Sect.  3.  — Should  any  member  neglect 
to  pay  his  assessment  for  sixty  days  after 
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it  is  due  and  notice  thereof  sent  to  him, 
the  Government  shall  post  his  name  in  the 
Club-house  and  shall  (provided  his  assess- 
ment is  not  paid  or  a satisfactory  excuse 
given  for  such  neglect)  within  thirty  days 
thereafter  erase  his  name  from  the  list  of 
members. 

Sect.  4.  — In  case  of  such  erasure,  no- 
tice shall  be  sent  to  him  in  writing  that  he 
has  ceased  to  be  a member,  specifying  the 
reasons  therefor,  and  he  shall  thereupon 
cease  to  be  a member,  and  shall  forfeit  all 
his  right,  title,  and  interest  in  and  to  all 
the  property  of  the  Club. 

Sect.  5.  — Any  artist  member  intend- 
ing to  be  absent  from  the  State  for  one 
year  or  more  shall  be  exempt  from  all  as- 
sessments that  may  be  laid  during  such 
absence,  provided  he  gives  previous  notice 
thereof  to  the  Treasurer. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

RESIGNATION. 

Section  i. — Any  member  may  withdraw 
from  the  Club  by  paying  all  dues,  and  giv- 
ing written  7iotice  to  the  Secretary  on  or 
before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December ; and 
any  resignation  made  subsequently  thereto 
shall  not  discharge  the  member  presenting 
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it  from  his  assessment  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Sect.  2.  — Such  resignation  shall  operate 
as  an  assignment  and  release  to  the  Club 
of  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  such 
member  in  and-to  the  property  and  assets 
of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

EXPULSION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  i. — In  case  of  persistence  in 
the  infraction  of  any  rule  by  any  member, 
or  of  any  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  mem- 
ber which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Govern- 
ment, may  tend  to  endanger  the  good  or- 
der, welfare,  or  character  of  the  Club,  it 
shall  be  its  duty  to  erase  his  name  from 
the  list  of  members,  and  to  notify  him  in 
writing  of  his  expulsion,  specifying  the 
reasons  therefor. 

Sect.  2.  — He  shall  thereupon  cease  to 
be  a member,  and  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  membership,  unless,  upon 
his  appeal  to  the  Club,  at  the  next  stated 
meeting  after  his  expulsion,  the  decision 
of  the  Government  shall  be  reversed  by  a 
majority  of  votes  cast  at  said  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  XVII. 

No  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor  shall 
be  sold  in  the  Club-house,  nor  shall  card- 
playing be  permitted  therein. 

Vote  adopted  at  the  Chib  meeting  held  May 
6,  1882. 

Any  proposed  change  in  the  Management 
of  the  Club  shall  be  submitted  in  writing 
at  a regular  monthly  meeting,  and  the  Sec- 
retary shall  include  such  proposed  change 
in  the  printed  notice  for  the  next  succeed- 
ing meeting,  for  such  action  as  the  Club 
may  then  determine. 

Vote  adopted  at  the  Club  meeting  held  April 
4,  1885. 

Voted ’ That  the  Board  of  Management 
is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  its  discretion 
any  of  the  works  of  Art  which  have  been 
or  may  be  from  time  to  time  purchased 
by  the  Club  from  its  general  exhibitions  ; 
and  the  said  Board  is  further  authorized  to 
add  the  amount  received  from  such  sales 
to  any  subsequent  appropriations  made  by 
the  Club  for  the  purchase  of  other  works 
of  Art  from  future  general  exhibitions.

RULES 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  — The  first  meeting  of  the  Meeting 
Board  of  Management  shall  be  held  on  the  o/mL^T- 
first  Wednesday  after  the  annual  meeting  menL 
of  the  Club,  and  thereafter  during  the  year 
the  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  after  the  first  Saturday  in 
each  month,  excepting  July,  August,  and 
September. 

Sect.  2.  — The  following  shall  be  the  order  of 
order  of  business  at  the  regular  meetings  : 

1.  Reading  the  record  of  the  last  meet- 
ing. 

2.  Reports  from  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees. 

3.  Reports  from  the  Treasurer,  includ- 
ing a written  abstract  of  the  cash  account 
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since  the  last  meeting  and  the  balances  to 
the  credit  of  each  sub-committee. 

4.  Report  from  the  Secretary. 

5.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

6.  Any  further  business  regularly  be- 
fore the  meeting. 

Sect.  3.  — Special  meetings  shall  be 
called  by  the  Secretary  whenever  request- 
ed to  do  so  in  writing  by  the  President  or 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment. 

Sect.  4.  — Notice  of  special  meetings, 
stating  their  object,  shall  be  sent  by  mail 
to  each  member  at  least  forty-eight  hours 
before  the  time  appointed  for  said  meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  stated  in  the 
notice  shall  be  transacted  at  that  meeting. 

ARTICLE  II. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Section  i.  — At  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Management  in  January  the 
following  Standing  Committees  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  during  the  current  year  : 
the  Membership  Committee,  consisting  of 
five  members ; the  Finance  Committee, 
consisting  of  three  members ; the  Library 
Committee,  consisting  of  three  members  ; 
the  House  Committee,  consisting  of  five 
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members  ; the  Exhibition  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  five  members ; the  Entertain- 
ment Committee,  consisting  of  six  mem- 
bers, including  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  be  members  ex  officio.  The 
Hanging  Committee,  consisting  of  five 
members,  of  whom  four  at  least  shall  be 
artists,  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Jury  provided  for  in  Art. 
VIII. 

Sect.  2.  — The  Treasurer,  the  Secre- 
tary, and  the  House,  Library,  Exhibition, 
and  Entertainment  Committees  shall  each 
submit  in  writing  at  the  adjourned  first 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Management  a 
report,  showing  in  detail  the  probable  sums 
needed  for  the  expense  of  their  depart- 
ments during  the  current  year. 

ARTICLE  III. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  i.  — The  House  Committee 
shall  have  the  immediate  charge  and  con- 
trol of  the  Club-house,  and  of  the  furni- 
ture, fixtures,  works  of  Art,  ornaments,  and 
other  property  contained  therein,  belong- 
ing to  the  Club,  or  for  which  it  is  held 
responsible,  excepting  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided under  Article  IV.

H0USe  Sect.  6.  — The  Committee  shall  make 
necessary  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
Club-house,  and  preservation  of  order  and 
obedience  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of  the  Club,  and  the  Rules  of  the  Board 
of  Management,  which  rules,  after  approval 
by  the  Board,  shall  be  posted  on  the  bulle- 
tin board. 

Insurance.  Sect.  7.  — The  Committee  shall  cause 
insurance  to  be  effected,  in  the  name  of 
the  Club,  on  the  house,  furniture,  fixtures, 
and  other  property  belonging  to  the  Club, 
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and  shall  also  cause  insurance  to  be  ef- 
fected, in  the  name  of  the  Club,  for  the 
benefit  of  whom  it  may  concern,  on  such 
works  of  Art  and  other  property  as  may  be 
loaned  to  it  for  the  purpose  of  ornamenting 
the  rooms  of  the  Club-house. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

COMMITTEE  ON  EXHIBITIONS. 

Section  i. — The  Committee  on  Exhibi- 
tions shall  have  the  full  charge  and  control 
of  all  exhibitions  of  works  of  Art  given  by 
the  Club. 

Sect.  2.  — The  Committee  shall  fix  the 
time  and  decide  the  character  of  the  exhi- 
bitions, and  during  their  continuance  shall 
have  charge  and  possession  of  the  Club 
gallery,  and  the  public  entrance  and  stair- 
way leading  thereto,  and  the  rooms  con- 
nected therewith. 

Sect.  3.  — The  Committee  shall  make 
and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  employes  connected 
with  the  exhibitions,  and  for  the  safety  and 
convenience  of  persons  visiting  the  same, 
as  the  Committee  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper. 

Sect.  4.  — The  Committee  shall  have 
authority  to  engage  and  discharge  sales- 
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men  and  saleswomen,  doorkeepers,  collec- 
tors, and  other  necessary  employes,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  under  their  control  and  di- 
rection. 

Sect.  5.  — The  Committee  shall  prepare 
and  issue  circulars  and  notices,  announc- 
ing the  details  in  regard  to  each  exhibi- 
tion, and  shall  conduct  all  correspondence 
concerning  it. 

Sect.  6.  — The  Committee  shall  have 
authority  to  make  all  necessary  contracts 
for  the  collection,  return,  and  transporta- 
tion of  contributions,  intended  for  exhibi- 
tions, and  shall  receive  and  have  the  entire 
charge  of  such  contributions,  and  shall  at- 
tend to  their  prompt  and  safe  return  af- 
ter the  exhibitions  have  closed ; and  shall 
return  all  that  are  rejected  by  the  Jury 
as  soon  as  the  rejections  are  ascertained, 
and  shall  notify  the  contributors  that  such 
rejections  have  been  made. 

Sect.  7. — The  Committee  shall  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  insurance  required  on 
the  pictures  and  works  of  Art  in  each  exhi- 
bition, and  shall  prepare  a list  of  the  same, 
with  the  valuation  set  against  each  one, 
and  shall  cause  insurance  to  be  effected 
in  conformity  therewith  at  the  expense  of 
the  Club  and  in  its  name,  for  the  benefit 
of  whom  it  may  concern. 
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Sect.  8.  — The  Committee  shall  notify 
the  Jury  and  the  Hanging  Committee  of 
the  time  when  their  services  will  be  re- 
quired, and  shall  notify  the  House  Com- 
mittee to  provide  luncheons  for  them  in 
the  Club-house. 

— The  Committee  shall  prepare 
and  issue  a catalogue  of  each  exhibition, 
which  shall  contain  a list  of  the  accepted 
works  of  Art,  the  title  of  each,  the  name  of 
the  artist  and  owner,  the  price,  if  for  sale, 
and  its  number  in  the  catalogue. 

Sect.  10. — The  Committee  shall  pre- 
pare and  issue  tickets  for  the  Reception, 
to  be  given  at  the  opening  of  each  exhibi- 
tion, — On  which  occasion  the  Club-house 
shall  be  thrown  open  to  guests,  — and  shall 
send  to  each  member  of  the  Club  a printed 
notice  announcing  the  opening  of  the  exhi- 
bition, and  inclosing  one  of  said  reception 
tickets  and  such  a number  of  admission 
tickets  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

ARTICLE  V. 

COMMITTEE  ON  LIBRARY. 

Section  1.  — All  books,  periodicals,  and 
newspapers  belonging  to  or  deposited  with 
the  Club  shall  be  kept  in  the  charge  of  the 
Librarian,  for  the  use  of  the  members  at 
all  times.

Sect.  2.  — No  books  shall  be  taken 
from  the  rooms  of  the  Club  except  by  spe- 
cial permission  of  the  Librarian,  obtained 
upon  written  application,  and  no  book 
shall  be  allowed  to  remain  out  of  the  Li- 
brary more  than  seven  days. 

Sect.  3.  — The  Committee  on  Library 
shall  have  the  disbursement  of  all  moneys 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Library.

— All  works  of  Art  contributed  Nominat- 
to  these  exhibitions,  except  their  own  works  'pfiftlng'tbe 
contributed  by  artist  members  of  the  Jury,  Jury’ 
shall  be  submitted  to  a Jury  consisting  of 
five  members,  to  be  nominated  at  a meet- 
ing of  the  artist  members  specially  called 
lor  the  purpose  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Club,  which  nominations  shall  be  subject 
to  the  approval  and  change  by  the  Board 
of  Management,  who  shall  then  appoint 
them  as  the  Jury,  and  they  shall  vote  on 
each  work  separately,  and  thus  decide  on 
its  acceptance  or  rejection.

Jury  shall  be  secret  and  confidential,  and 
any  member  thereof  who  shall  divulge  any 
of  its  proceedings  shall  be  ineligible  to 
serve  on  a Jury  thereafter. 

Sect.  4.  — Not  more  than  three  works  by 
the  same  artist  in  any  one  of  the  three  de- 
partments of  painting,  sculpture,  or  drawing 
shall  be  placed  in  any  general  exhibition, 
and  as  a rule  copies  will  not  be  admitted. 

Sect.  5. — No  picture  intended  for  the 
exhibitions  will  be  received  after  the  date 
fixed  by  the  Committee. 

Sect.  6.  — Artists  who  are  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Club  may  be  invited  by  the  Corm 
mittee  on  Exhibitions  to  contribute,  sub- 
ject to  the  rules  governing  the  exhibitions. 

Sect.  7.  — Admissions  to  the  exhibitions 
will  be  permitted  only  upon  tickets  issued 
by  the  members,  which  will  be  furnished  to 
them  by  the  Secretary  or  Superintendent. 

Sect.  8.  — One  ticket  to  the  reception 
on  the  opening  night,  admitting  a gentle. 
man  and  ladies,  shall  be  sent  to  each  mem-' 
ber  and  each  contributor. 

Sect.  9.  — Information  regarding  these 
matters  shall  be  distinctly  stated  in  a cir- 
cular to  be  sent  to  every  member  of  the  ' 
Club,  to  which  shall  be  affixed  a blank  form 
of  schedule  for  works  offered  for  the  exhi- 
bition. 
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Sect.  10.  — On  the  first  Saturday  of 
each  month  from  October  to  May  inclusive 
(if  the  gallery  is  not  in  use)  an  Informal  Ex- 
hibition shall  be  held,  consisting  of  such  pic- 
tures, sketches,  and  works  of  Art  as  mem- 
bers and  others  may  contribute,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Exhibi- 
tions. 

Sect.  ir. — Other  exhibitions  may  be 
held  from  time  to  time  under  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Management. 

ARTICLE  IX.

I ARTICLE  X. 

(STRANGERS  AND  VISITORS. 

Section  i.  — Gentlemen  not  members 
of  the  Club,  who  reside  forty  miles  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and  have  no 
place  of  business  therein,  shall  be  deemed 
1 strangers. 
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Sect.  2.  — The  House  Committee  may 
extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club-house  to 
a stranger  during  his  visit  to  the  city,  ex- 
cepting on  the  first  Saturday  evening  of 
each  month,  and  any  member  of  said  Com- 
mittee may,  at  the  written  request  of  a 
member  of  the  Club,  issue  a written  invi- 
tation to  a stranger,  conferring  such  privi- 
leges for  not  more  than  one  month  ; but  no 
such  invitation  shall  be  issued  to  a stranger 
who  has  received  a similar  invitation  within 
three  months,  unless  by  a special  vote  of 
the  House  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  — Any  member  may  introduce 
a gentleman  non-member  into  the  Club- 
house for  one  day  only,  excepting  on  the 
first  Saturday  evening  in  each  month,  but 
such  introduction  shall  not  confer  a 
right  of  entrance  except  on  that  day.  Th  3 
member  introducing  or  requesting  an  invi- 
tation for  a visitor  or  stranger  shall  regisT 
ter  his  name  and  residence  and  the  date  of 
the  introduction  or  request  in  a book  keptj 
in  the  office  of  the  Club  for  that  purpose, , 
and  shall  affix  his  signature  thereto. 

Sect.  4.  — The  rooms  of  the  Club-house 
shall  not  be  open  to  ladies  except  on  occa- 
sions when  they  are  invited  by  the  Board 
of  Management,  and  during  the  evening 
receptions  at  the  opening  of  exhibitions. 
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Sect.  5. — Guests  to  the  monthly  Club 
Suppers  to  the  number  of  fifteen  may  be 
mvited,  upon  application  to  the  President 
or  Vice-President.  This  privilege  may  be 
Suspended  by  the  Board  of  Management 
a't  its  discretion.

b>y  the  authority  of  the  House  Committee, 
0 r as  heretofore  provided. 

Sect.  2.  — Any  destruction  of,  or  injury 
fjt o,  the  property  of  the  Club,  or  of  any  ar- 
;icles  or  works  of  Art  which  may  be  in  the 
:ustody  thereof,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the 
lember  who  shall  have  caused  the  same ; 
ind  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  such  ijiem- 
ber  shall  be  the  cost  of  replacing  or  repair- 
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ing  the  property  so  destroyed  or  injured^ 
the  same  to  be  certified  by  the  President; 
and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  but 
the  Board  of  Management  shall  have  au- 
thority to  remit  the  same  at  their  discre- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Any  complaint  or  suggestion  concerning 
the  management  of  the  Club  may  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  House  Committee  by  any 
member,  over  his  own  signature,  and  a box 
shall  be  kept  in  the  Club-house  for  the  re- 
ception of  notices.

HOUSE  RULES. 


The  Club-house  will  be  open  every  day 
from  8 o’clock  a.  m.  until  1 1 o’clock  p.  m. 

By  special  vote  each  year  the  Club-house 
is  closed  earlier  during  the  summer  months. 

No  fee  shall  be  paid  to  any  servant  or 
employe  of  the  Club. 

Members  are  not  permitted  to  send  ser- 
vants out  of  the  Club-house,  but  outside 
service  will  be  provided,  for  which  a rea- 
sonable charge  will  be  made. 

All  charges  must  be  paid  to  the  Super- 
intendent before  leaving  the  Club-house, 
as  no  accounts  will  be  kept  with  members. 

No  dog  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Club- 
house. 

Pipe-smoking  shall  not  be  permitted  in 
any  part  of  the  Club-house. 

Smoking  is  prohibited  in  the  Library 
and  in  the  rooms  occupied  during  the  busi- 
ness meetings  of  the  Club.  All  com- 
plaints must  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
House  Committee,  and  deposited  in  a box 
kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  office. 
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
